The bill to enable National-bankting associa- 
tions to extend their corporate existence was 
read for action upon committee amendments. 
The proviso inserted by the Senate Committee to 

-exempt National bunks from attachments and

called ut the Post-voffice Department to see about 
it.

YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS.

THE NAVY, 
CHANGES MADE IN THE DRAFT OF 
NAVY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

Special Diepateh to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasainerton, D. C., June 18.—A few changes 
have been made in the draft of the Navy Appro- 
priacion bill, an abstract of which was printed 
m Tas Taisune yesterday. The bill now pro- 
vides for 201 cadet-midsbipmen on probation, 
102 cadet-engineers, 1 midshipmen, not 
graduates. Hereafter no cadet-engineer or 
midshipman is to be appointed at the Naval 
Academy. All the under-graduates at the Naval 
Academy shail be calied naval cadets, and naval 
cadets shall be appointed from Congressivoa! 
districts and at large, as now provided for 
cadet-midshipmen. From those who successfully 


complete the four years’ course appointments 
are hereufter to be made as necessary to fill 
vucancies in the lower of the "line and 
stu n tme Navy Murine Corps, and no 
grea number of appointmeats than shail 
equal the number ef vacancies in those grades 
for the img year shall be made in any one 
year. appointinents shall be made 

IN ORDER OF MERIT 
as recommended by the Academie Board. All 
surplus graduates are to be discburged wich one 
yeur’s pay, and any graduate whose pusitivo iu bis

is regarded as virtualiy settied in advance. But 
since the day when Tom Needles was 80 
unexpectedly defeated by Auditor Swigert. 
with his one arm, Llinois politicians have 
been prepared for almost any kind 
of surprises, and have begun to believe, with the 
lamented Garfield, that “it is the unexpected 
that happens.” In fact, they bave come to re- 
gard an apparent “sure thing” with a super- 
stitious feeiing that it torebodes defeat. But all 
the sins will fail if Gen. Smitn should hap- 
peo tobe defeated this time, and the political 
wiseacres could never again be induced to in- 
duige in a prophecy as to thé action of a nomi- 
nating conveution. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION. 

For the nomination for Superintendeat of 
Public instruction the contest will be close and 
uncertaio. While there ns an abundance of 
candidates, the preliminary skirmish will occur 
between Prof. Slade, the present incumbent, 
and the Hon. Charies T. Stratton, who are con- 
siderably io advance of ail competitors. In all 
probability the nominauon will go to one of 
these gentlemen, both of whow will come iato 
the cunvention with a strong and enthusiastic 
following, and the large tieid uf dark horses will 
cut very little igure unless both these candi- 
dates should nud it impossible to obtain the 
requisit number of votes. The friends of both 
seem equally contident of the success of their 
favorit, but nqaprediction as to the result can 
safely be mad until more of the county con- 
ventions have been heard from. 

DISTRICT REPRESENTATION. 

Among the active managers of the party more 
interest is manifested in the babie composi- 
tion of the next State Central Committee thao in 
the nominations to be made by the coming State 
Convention. As this depends wholly upon the 
action of the delewates chosen in the different 
Congressional Districts, but little is yet known 
on the — 3 There is no probability that 
there will be the slightest contest of 
any kind over the ques don of 
district representation. That issue was tougut 
out in the must remarkable campaigu ever 
koown in the State, and was finally settied by 
the bigtest known authority, the court of last 
resort—the National Convention. It is ree ad- 
judicata, and everybody recognizes the fact 
that it would be the hight of folly to renew the 
controversy. There is no occasion for another 
division of the party on this question, nor is 
there any probability that there will be one. 


THE SENATORSHIP. 


Ev y who takes tbe slightest interest in 
politics is anxious for informagon as to wno will 
de the probable successor of David Davis in the 
United States Senate, althour the Legisiature 
which will settle this question bas not yet been 
elected, and but few of its probable members 
bave been tominated. While 
ound dates wiil be able to influeoce to a consid- 
erabie extent the selection of the candidates 
nominated tor the Legislature, and, whiie their 
prospects of success will be largely dependent 
upon the selections made, these are influenced 
to 80 great au extent by local considerations 
that none of the candidates will be able to se- 
cure the election of » Legislature composed to 
uny considerable degree of their personal ad- 
berents, por will the contest be decided very 
much in advance of the legislative contest. 

Tbus far but tew of those generaily regarded 
as candidates have pubiiciy announced them- 
selves as in the field, but the list nas been in- 
creased by the addition of another supposed 
candidate in ex-Senator Oglesby. It is reported 
thai Gen. Ogiesby and Gen. John I. Rinaker, of 
Macoupin, are

with the purpose of capturing the Senatorship 
for whichever one of the team shall be able to 
develop the most strength. Tbis may account 
for Gen. Rinaker’s candidacy, which is regarded 
by many of bis admirers as most unforiunate 
and ill-timed. He made such a race for 
the Govervorsbip two years ago and came so 
near ach.eving success that he could in all hu- 
man probability secure that position with com- 
parative ease two years heace by remaining in the 
background and keeping free from ali eatang- 
ling alliances. In fact, there is probably no man 
in the State that could defeat bim for the Gov- 
ernorsbip next time, if he played his cards well. 
unless it shouid be Senator esby, whom many 
would like to see again placed at the head of the 
State Administration. ut by entering the lists 
as a Sevatorial aspirant 60 soon after ao unsuc- 
ceasful canvass for Governor, Gen. Rinaker is 
apt to be regarded as a chronic office-seeker, 
who wants whatever ig in sight, no watter what 
it may be. and the result, as some of the poli- 
ticians figure itout, is apt to be that he will 
never be either Senator or Govervor. 


THE SANGAMON DISTRICT. 


The present indications are that the Spring- 
fieid district will de the scene of one of the 
warmest and most interesting legislative cam- 
paigne that will be fougnt in the State this year. 
Tuis district includes only Sangamon County, in 
whicb the Democrats have a majority of at least 
50. For years the legisiative deiezation has 
veen composed of a mocratic Senator and 
two Democratic Kepresentatives, the Republic- 
aus being vompelied to coutent themseives with 
one member of the House. They have striven 
hard to secure two Representatives, but with- 
out success. Although they bave ocvasionaliy 
captured some of the county offices throcgh the 
personal popularity of their candidates and de- 
tections the Democratic ranks, when it 
came to voting fur legisiative candidates 
the Democrats invariably fell into line and beid 
their own.

Tue figuring for Congresslonal and Legis- 
lative nominations in.Cook County has be- 
gun earlier than usual in this “ off” year, 
and Tue Trisune presents its readers this 
morning with a comprehensive review of the 
situation as far as it has developed.

Tarn is some reason to think that the 
Garfield-Kosecrans controversy has been re- 
vived 9s an opening for a renewed attack on 
the character and motives of the murdered 
President. At all events, the New York Sun 
gives color to this supposition by adding to 


its résumé of the Gartield correspondence an 


intimation that his assumed betrayal of Rose- 
crans makes it easier to understand why Gar- 
field obtained the nomination of the Chicago 
Convention, where he appeared as a Sherman 
delegate. The Cincinnati Commercial in- 
terprets this vile insinuation into plain 
language, and replies to it as follows: 


The truth is that Garfield stuck to Sherman at 
Chicago as long as be dared to do so. We were 
intensely solicitous that tbe friends of Biaine 
and those of Sherman should codperate in the 
Chicago Cunvention—that they should stand to- 

ther against the third term—and that either 
eraan or Biaine should be nominated. It be- 
Came evident thal neither could swing bis whole 
force to the other. and that, therefore, if the 
contest was forced between Grant and Blaine, 
or Grant and Sherman. the nomination would go 
to Grant. Our choice of a man be whom to 
concentrate was Ben Harrison, of Indiuna, but, 
partly owing to Harrisun’s chivairy and partly 
owing to the immense personal impression 
Garfield bad made the couvendon, 
Gartield bet es 
The capital the manage- 
ment of Sherman's cause at Chicago,and the 
one that made bis nomination impussivie, was 
made not by Garfield, but by bis personal repre- 
| sentutive from this city, who declined to act 
upon a dispatch that Sherman sent. which might 
bave changed the history of the convention bad 
it beeu read then and there, as the intention was. 
but w.ich was suppresses on the spot and never 
has been published. We refer to Sherman's 
telegram deciaring war upon the third-termers, 
and urging the solid vote of his friends agatust 
Logan wen, who were contestants for lilinois 
seats. Sherman was sacrificed, not by Garfield, 
but by the caution of others of his friends who 
thought it strategy to conciliate the Grant 
crowd, upon the fvolish calculation that sber- 
man migbt get Grant votes. Sherman knew 
better than this, and his suppressed telegram 
said so in the piainest way. 


To this it might be added that at no period 
during the session of the Chicago Convention 
did Sherman have the remotest chance of be- 
ing nominated; and, while the publication of 
aletter from him declaring war upon the 
third-termers in any case would have in- 
creased the respect for him of the only tac- 
tion in the convention from which he could 
hope tor a nomination, still it would not have 
brought about enough of a change in his 
favor to carry him through. Grant and 
Blaine were the only ones among the avowed 
candidates who could by any possibility have 
been nominated in the Chicago Convention, 
and when Blaine’s friends felt compelled to 
surrender their hope of nominating him 
there was a rush of sentiment in Garfield’s 
favor which no power then available could 
have checked. The nomination was thrust 
upon him, and the only agency he had in the 
matter was the demonstration of his ability, 
and fairness, and manliness incident to the 
proceedings of the convention. 


THE CORNER PROBLEM ON ’CHANGE. 

The Chicago Board of Trade seems to be 
in a quandary similar to that of the intoxi- 
cated man we read of in Joe Miller—certain 
to freeze to death if he held to the post, and 
certain of falling into the dock if he let Fo. 
The board is confronted by the dilema of 
being subjected to a constant succession of 
squeezes by capitalists, or countenancing 
the repudiation of contracts whenever inju- 
dicious speculators find they have been 
caught napping. Between this Scylla and 
that Charybdis many members of the board 
have been fora long time anxiously trying 
to find safe steerage-way for them- 
selves and customers, but thus far 
without success. Meanwhile the difficulty 
grows greater, or is thought to do 
so. Each successive month brings round 
what is alleged to be a corner in something; 
or at least is charged by the losers to be an 
illegitimate squeeze. Now N is corn, then 
wheat, anon oats, and occasionally bar- 
ley, while provisions furnish a running ac- 
companiment to the successive solos in other 
departments; eternally ina state of fever, 
induced by the fear of being circumvented 
by a union of capital with brains. a 

The radical trouble in the situation seems 
to be that there is too much capital in the 
business. The rapid growth ef our produce 
trade during several years of agricultural 
prosperity invited the concentration of cash 
trom outside in addition to that accruing as 
profit in the business. ‘The crop shortage of 
last year very much lessened the quantity of 
material to be handled, while it rather in- 
creased the influx of money to be employed 
in handling it. Capitalists were more will- 
ing to venture when they could count with 
more certainty upon the quantity of ma- 
terial it would be necessary to control in 
order to carry a desired point. Thus 
there been an oft-recurring temptation 
to step in and buy up the property for the 
purpose of bemg able to sell out at a higher 
price. The hook once baited, the fish, big 
and little, move towards it in shoals, never 
rest till it is hopelesly in their gilis, and 
then are equally restless till it is taken out 
by the good offices uf “a committee.” An- 
other hook is baited with equal success, and 
the same story is repeated over and over 


e with more élan than ever. Thus runs 
their world away. 

The great problem to be solved in order 
that the majority of these speculators may 
be happy is, how so to order it that if they 
cannot always win they shall“ bardiy ever” 
lose. It is true that thie would involve an 
almost steady shrinkage in prices. which 
would ultimately foree the produce of the 
farm to seek other markets, because nothing 
would be obtained for it here. This is ap 
parent if it be remembered that the popular 
side is generally the short side. We say 
“generally,” because there are times when 
it is the other way. That was the case last 
September. But such a condition seldom 
occurs till the minority, favored by circum- 
stances, has nursed the market upward, and 
educated the crowd into confidence 
by the time the said nurses deem 
it judicious to unload. The sense 
of pecuniary responsibility on the short 
side is usually less than on the other. 
Hence the short selling is done, as a rule, by 
the large number, the average trading by 
each individyal being relatively small, while 
the long buying, though equalin quantity, 
is done by the smaller number of persons. 
The commission-men naturally take the side 
of their customers for the time being, and 
this explains the otherwise curious fact that 
aman mayrun one of the largest corners on 
record, yet a few months afterwards be 
among the loudest in his denunciation of 
corners and cornerers. He is consistent in 
acting for the interest of his principal in both 
cases. 

The history of the Board of Trade proves 
that short-selling does not permanently de- 
press prices; it rather tends to raise the gen- 
eral average of quotations, because the sell- 
er is obliged to buy back from some one all 
that hé has sold. But this can only obtain 
where the contract is insisted on as binding 
both parties alike. Suppose we give to the 
buyer the privilege of repudiation when 
called upon to pay more than the prop- 
erty is worth at the time of de- 
livery, or give to the seller the privilege 
to repudiate if he cannot buy back without 
loss. Either one without the other would 
be rank injustice. To concede both would 


de to destroy commerce, reduce all trading 


in produce to the bucket-shop level, and ren- 
der the whole thing liable to indictment as a 
notorious breach of the law against gam- 
bling. The difficulty of the ease is not at all 
lessened when we recognize the existence of 
this as a third horn to the dilema. 

——— 

THE NEW FINANCE BILL. 

The Senate Finance Committee has no rea- 
son to congratulate itself upon the shape in 
which the National-Bank-Charter-Extension 
bill came into the Senate. The bill as it left 
the House was a piece of patchwork, and the 
Senate committee did not sensibly improve it 
in this respect. Mr. Allison seemed to be the 
only member who understood the provisions 
of the bill. Ex-Secretary Sherman was 
totally at sea so far as the very important 
Cannon amendment to the House bill was 
concerned. Senator Beck, who is supposed 
to be an ardent Greenback-man, proposed an 
amendment which, if adopted, would have 
had the effect of contracting the currency to 
the amount of $70,000,000 or $30,000,000 in a 
single year. 

It is not surprising that, under these condi- 
tions, the Senate should have made little 
progress with the bill The amendment pro- 
posed by the Finance Committee to Sec. 4, 
concerning the jurisdiction of State courts 
over suits brought by or against any bank- 
ing association, was rejected. The amend- 
ment was as follows: 


And provided further, that no attachment, 
injunction, or execution shail be issued against 
such Nutional-banking association, or its prup- 
erty, befure final judgment. in any suit, action, 


or pre ing in any State, county, or munic- 


pal court. 

The reason for inserting this proviso was 
stated by the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee to be to prevent State courts from 
annoying or interfering with National banks 
in process of liquidation. The Controller of 
the Currency is now charged by the law with 
the duty of winding up Nauonal-banks, and 
it should not be in the power of State courts 
to impede or obstruct him in the performance 
of that duty. Vest and some other straight- 
out Democrats opposed the amendment. 
Mitchell of Pennsylvania, Miller of Cali- 
fornia, Dawes of Massachusetts, and other 
Republicans voted against it, and it was lost. 

Beck then proposed an amendment to 
Sec. 6, with a view to requiring the banks to 
replace all their outstanding circulation with 
new notes in one year, or, by way of penalty, 
to have their bonds sold at public auction. 
The committee amendment requires the ex- 
change to be made in three years, instead of 
one. The House bill allowed the banks to 
keep out part of their old circulation until it 
was reduced by the process of redemption to 
5 per cent of the whole amount of circulation 
to which each bank should be entitled. As 
Allison said, it would be possible for any 
bank under this provision, by retaining a 
sinall part of its circulation in its own vaults, 
to enjoy the benefit of lost and mutilated 
notes for an indefinit period. It was thought 
better by the Senate committee to fix a 
reasonable time during which the exchange 
of old notes for new must de completed. 
But Beck's amendment proposed to 
make the time too short. He would 
allow the banks only twelve months to 
complete the exchange. Banks in liqui- 
dation are allowed six months. Beck 
had assimilated the banks desiring to extend 
their charters with banks in liquidation. 
One of the chief objects of this bill, how- 
ever, is to keep the banks out of liquidation 
and prevent a sudden and violent contrac- 
tion of the currency. If Beck's amendment 
should be adopted the banks would have to 
deposit lawtui money for all their outstand- 
ing notes at the end of ome year, and the 
amount taken out of the circulation in con- 
sequence would, in the judgment of Mr. 
Allison, be $70,000,000 or $80,000,000. There 
are now in the Treasury not less than 830. 
000,000 to redeem the circulation of banks in 
liquidation. What would be the effect, then, 
of so severe a measure as that proposed by 
Beck? The amendment was lost by a vote 
of two to one against it. 

The Sevate did not meet with another 
serious obstruction in the bill until it came 
to Sec. 8. This is the famous Cannon amend- 
ment, which was inserted in the House bill 
at the instance of Representative Cannon 
without ever having been considered in com- 
mittee. The section is as follows: 


Sec. 8. That National banks now organi 
hereafter organized, baving a capital of 4 
or less, soali not be required to keep on e 
with the Treasurer of the United States | 
States bonds in excess of $10,000 as securit 0 
their circulating notes; and such of those banks 
baving on deposit bonds in excess of that 
amount are authorized to reduce their circula- 


uon by the deposit of lawful money as provided 
by law. 


The object of this amendment, and its 
probable effect, was variously understoud by 
different members of the Senate. Mr. Sher 
man, who has been Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and ought to have known better, said it 
was intended solely to relieve banks that 
have no circulation from the obligation of 
keeping as much as of bonds in the 
T ury. Senator Allison wholly disagreed 
with Senator Sherman. The Iowa Senator 
understood the purpose of the provision 
to de, to enadle small banks to re 
duce their deposits of bonds from $30,000 
to $10,000, and to sell off the difference at the 
high premium now prevailme. Senator Alii- 
son feared that it might prove a serious

cordingly. The 8 wandered into a dense 
fog during the discussion of this subject, be- 
ing misled by Senator Sherman, who ought 
to have known what he was talking about, 
but did not. If Representative Cannon is 
aware of the object of his own amendment, it 
was introduced to accomplish precisely the 
results that Senator Allison stated, and no 
other. The confusion on this subject was, 
however, so great that, after an ineffectual 
effort to obtain a Saturday session to com- 
plete the bill, Senator Allison moved to go 
into executive session. The whole subject 
therefore went over uni Monday without 
action. : 

The important sections of the bill have not 
yet been reached, They include the Sher- 
man and Allison amendments. The Allison 
amendment has been several times modified 
by the committee, As finally adopted it

Tne Sherman amendment, relating to the 
exchange of 3} for 3 per cent bonds, has al- 
ready been reported in Tux Trisune. It 
will probably be modified so as to provide 
that the new 3 per cents shall be redeemed 
in the reverse order to that In which they 
are issued. As the last clause of the Sher- 
man amendment now reads it provides: i 


The last of the said bonds originally issued, 
and their substitutes uoder this act, shall be 
first called in. and this order of payment shall 
be followed until all shal! have been paid. 


It is a question whether the last of the 
said bonds originally issued” may not mean 
the 5s and 6s which were extended by Secre- 
tary Windom at 8 percent. It would be 
much better to provide that the new 3s, 
without reference to the numbers of the 
original issue, shall be redeemed in the re- 
verse order to that lu which they are sub- 
scribed for. The bill with these modifica- 
tions will probably be passed early next Week.

CABINET MéeMBERS IN CONGRESS. 

The proposition that members of the 
Cabinet shall sit in Congress is discussed in 
the July number of the Atlantic Monthly. 
The subject is treated theoretically, with a 
palpable bias in favor of the English system; 
the article does not contribute much useful 
information, but serves to show that the agi- 
tation of the proposition, revived a year or 
two ago by. Senator Penaleton’s bill, is lead- 
ing to more serious and mature considera- 
tion than the average Congressional topic at- 
tracts. 

There are two staple arguments which are 
urged in favor of the proposed change. One 
is, that members of the Ministry occupy 
places in Legislative bodies under the con- 
stitutional Guvernments of Europe—in En- 
giand, France, Germany, and Italy—and that 
the practice is found to work well there. 
The other ia, that, by giving members of the 
American Cabinet seats in Congress, and we 
presume rendering their attendance com- 
pulsory on certain days at least, the char- 
acter of our legisiation would be practically 
improved by the information such executive 
officers would be able to communicate, and 
that the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment might thus be made more directly re- 
sponsible for its administration of the laws. 

Some objections may be urged to the prac- 
tical operation of both these arguments as 
applied to the American system. 

The theory of constitutional government 
in Eurove is essentially different from that 
which prevails in this country. The execu- 
tive authority 1s nominally vested in a King, 
a Queen, an Emperor, or some personage 
who inherits the right to rule. The move- 
ment in the direction of a constitutional 
Government under this condition naturally 
took the form of a contraction of the heredi- 
tary executive authority and dn expansion 
of the legislative authority set up more or 
less by the suffrages of the veople. Hence 
the reliance of the people of Great Britain is 
the House of Commons, and the Ministry, 
representing the royal power, can only be 
controlled by being made directly responsi- 
ble to that vody. Under the American form of 
government, huwever, the theory has always 
been to keep the three branches of the Gov- 
ernment—the executive, the legislative, and 
the judiciary—independent of each other; 
and, as between the executive and the legis- 
lative branches, there has always been more 
apprebeusion of encroachments from the 
latter than from the former. The Atlantic 
writer quotes from Hamilton, Madison, and 
Jefferson to show that the earlier American 
statesmen believed that the tendency of 
republican Governments is to an aggrandize- 
ment of the legislative at the expense of the 
other departments“; but he himself thinks 
that the conditions have changed so that the 
danger now threatened is an undue eularge- 
ment of executive power. This conclusion 
may well be doubted, The alm of civil-serv- 
ice reform is to deprive members of Congress 
of their now recoguized privilege to dictate 
appointments, and no tendency in gov- 
ernment was ever more decidedly re- 
sented by the people than the as 
sumption by a Democratic Cungress a few 
years ago of the right to use the legislative 
control of the appropriations to coerce the 
President into a surrender of the veto power. 
There is more dread of an oligarchy today 
through an abuse of power by a Congres- 
sional Cabal than there is of any despotic 
exercise of the executive power by the Pres- 
ident and his Cabinet. If the drift of popu- 
lar sentiment coula be ascertaiged on this 
subject, there is reason to believe that it 
would agree with the opinions of the found- 
ers of the Government to the effect that the 
tyranny of the Legislature is really the 
danger most to be feared.” The fact, then, 
that in the progress toward self-government 
by Europeau nations the legislative author- 
ity has been increased at the expense of the 
executive, and the Ministers of the Crown 
made directly respousible to Parliament, Is 
by no means a conclusive reason why a peo- 
ple who know no other form of government 
except self-government should adopt the 
same rule. 

Nor do the facts sustain the theory that 
our Congress legislates without proper In- 
formation from the departments simply be- 
cause the members of the Cabinet are not 
present on the floor of Congress. The great 
bulk of the legislation passed by Congress is 
considered, prepared, and matured in com- 
mittee. It is the uniform practice of the 
committees to consult with the departments 
which would be affected by any proposed 
legislation, and to defer to the experts who 
have been trained in the service. Congress 
does not inevery case listen to the advice of 
the executive departments, nor is such ad- 
vice always wise, but the rule is that the 
most useful legislation is shaped by 
department influences. It may be doubted 
whether this tendency would be in- 
creased or improved by the daily appear- 
ance of Cabinet Ministers on the floor 
of Congress, and still more whether their 
influence as at once voting members 
of Congress and manipulators of Govern- 
ment patronage would be beneficial to our 
system of government. It is rarely the case 
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over which they are to preside. A Cabinet is 
made up, as @ rule, to conciliate factions or 
geographical divisions, or it is selected to 
sustain the following to whieh the President 
looks for support. In elther case it Is usual- 
ly a political council with which the Presi- 
dent consults on matters of pulicy. The ad- 
ministration of the departments in detaii is 
intrusted largely to the chief subordluates. 
who are schooled in the ‘various branches of 
executive work, and are not subject to the 
party influences of their chiefs. if the mem- 
pers of the present Cabinet were subjected to 
examination on the fluor of Congress as to 
the actual work of their departments, the 
probable influence of certain regulations, or 
anything outside of the general policy of the 
Government, it is doubtful whether any one of 
them would be able to give as much useful 
information as the proper committee can al- 
ways obtain from the subordinates. In any 
case the ready speakers and debaters among 
the Cabinet members would always have an 
advantage on the floor of Congress over such 
of their associates as might not be trained to 
the stump, and the result would not always 
contribute to the character or fitness of legis- 
lation. 

The admission of Cabinet Ministers to Con- 
gress with the increase of their influence 
over legisiauon on the one hand, and on the 
other the increa@ of Congressional influence 
over the Administration, is too radical a 
change to be made without a serious and im- 
portant consideration of the objections to the 
practice under our system vf government 
and a thorough estimate of the essential dif- 
ference between pure republican govern- 
ment and a constitutional monarchy.

MISS PARNELL AND THE LORD-LIEU- 
TENANT. 

The action of Miss Parnell in stopping the 
Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland in the public 
streets of Dublin, while riding escorted by 
cavalry, is in some respects highiv dramatic, 
though she probably never intended it to be 
such. The parade of the Lord-Lieutenaant, 
the show and bustle of the cavalcade, the 
solitary woman advancing from the side- 
walk into the street and seizing his horse by 
the bridle, the ald-de-camp leading her away 
after she had vainly urged him to listen to 
her for the sake of humanity, are not only 
dramatic but pathetic elements in a scene 
which will certainly commend her to the 
love and admiration of the Irish people. Her 
action may be criticised as a matter of taste, 
and there are those who will urge that she 
should have waited upon him officially at 
Dublin Castle and presented her grievances 
in due form. It may be urged in her behalf, 
however, that she wished to escape the de- 
lays, and formalities, and aggravating cir- 
cumlocution of an official visit, that such a 
visit indeed might not be recognized at all, 
and that the motive inspiring her was one that 
would excuse any method of approaching the 
Lord-Lieutenant. It certainiy was no or- 
dinary motive. It appealed to common hu- 
manity for the mercy which would be shown 
even to adumb beast, in this case to be 
shown to women and children. It was noth- 
ing that concerned the action of the Govern- 
ment, nothing that could prejudice the Gov- 
ernment or the Irish people, nothing that 
bere any direct relation to the bill or to 


tion to the policy of the Government itself or 
the Lord-Lieutenant’s administration. The 
Land League had generously helped the 
hopeless victims of eviction by erecting huts 
upon the highway to shelter women and 
-children until they knew which way to turn, 
and these had been destroyed under some 
one’s authority. It was against this inhu- 
manity thaf she protestedin her attempted 
luterview with the Lord-Lieutenant, and 
wherever human sympathy exists that sym- 
pathy will be on the side of the brave woman 
who is working so zealously and indefatiga- 
bly to aid her people. 

Miss Parnell was only engaged in an act 
of mercy and humanity in her effort toshield 
these hopeless people. For their condition 
the landlords are responsible. They have 
been evicted because they cannot pay ar- 
rears of rent, and this inability was brought 
upon them, first, by the years of famine, and, 
second, by the excessive character of the 
rents. That they were excessive is shown 
by the establishment of land courts to re- 
duce them. Even a paper like the Pull Mail 
Gazette, which has never been enthusiastic 
over the Land bill, or very hopeful of any 
immediate settlement of the agrarian dif- 
ficulties in Ireland. is constrained to con- 
demm these wholesale evictions. It says: 

It is absurd (and the autbors of the jlegisiation 
of last yeur vugot to have recognized the ub- 
surdity) that the Land act, woich was framed 
and devised to Dring content to the country, 
suould start with an immense number of evic- 
tions, which ure always the biazing fuel of dis- 
content. Mr. Forster and Mr. Parnell are en- 
tirely of one mind as to the 21 of step- 
ping in for the moment to put a chévk on evic- 
tions for non- payment of hopeless arrears. 
That difficulty must be met. here are some 
686,000 tevants, said Mr. Forster, w.torn the limit 
of £80 Vuiuation, wouse uumbers and miserabie 
cundition constitute the fulerum of the agita- 
tion. The wretched tenant in the west—tbe dis- 
order and discuvutent ia Muyo or Connemara— 
was an excuse tor dsurder and discontent in 
Limerick. “He bad seen cases where well-to- 
do farmersin the midiand counties io Ireland. 
wbo were, perbups, during the lust few years 
better able tu pay their rents than Eogiish farm- 
ers io Yorksbire or Devonshire, refused to pay 
their rents and appealed for symputhny for not 
doing so because of the miserable condiuon of 
these poor cottiers of the west.” 

Mr. Parnell also was right in his declara- 
tion while yet in Kilmainham Jail “ that, ow- 
ing to the fact that the smaller tenautry in 
Mayo, Galway, Sligo, and parts of Roscom- 
mon, Donegal, Leitrim, and Cavan were sunk 
in arrears to the extent of three or four 
years, the half year’s or year’s rent, by the 
payment of which the tenant had obtained a 
temporary respit, would bring a temporary 
respit and nothing more, and that the com- 
ing winter would see evictions resumed 
against the smaller tenants to an extent 
never witnessed since 1848.“ It seems to be 
universally conceded that the Arrears bill 
will arrest these evictions. If this be 80. 
then it is to be hoped in the inter- 
ests of ordinary humanity and justice 
that it will go into operation soon and stop 
the almost universal evicting which is going 
on in some portions of Ireland. Pending the 
passage of the bill, if evictions cannot be 
stopped, at least there is no excuse for the 
added brutality practiced towards helpless 
women and children. It is clearly within 
the Lord-Lieutenant’s authority to say, 


Stop this destruacuon pending the passage 
of the Arrears bill.“ It would be a still 
nodler act if the Government itself would 
say, “Stop these evictions until the Arrears 
bill gives the tenant some help in paying 
what he owes.” As it is, the Government 
stands in the inconsistent position of intro- 
ducing a bill to help pay the arrears out of 
the public purse, and then allowing the evic- 
tion of the tenanus because they don’t

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THe power of guano to involve not only 
nations in endless trouble but curporations in 
litigation, is again shown bya suit pending in 
London between the Compagnie Financiére et 
Commerciale du Paaifique and the Peruvian 
Guano Company, involving millions of dollars. 
The Peruvian Company and tne Peruvian Gov- 
ernment, it appears, in 1876 entered into a con- 
tract by which the latter consigned to tne for- 
mer 1,900,000 tons of guano, which were to be 
sold in certain markets at $62.50a ton. The con- 
tract to last fur four years. At the end of the 
thied year,and before ail the guano was de- 
livered, differences arose between the parties. 
At the end of the four years, the company had 
on band unsold . O0 tons which, at the above 
price, represented $30,000,000 in value. The 
Government revoked the old agency and es 
tablished a new one in Paris for the purpose of 
selling the guano. They called upon the oid 
compaoy to dell ver over the guano, which the 
old company decliged to do upon the ground 
tagi they had a lien for advances which they 
bad made to the Peruvian Government, and 
that they bad a claim against that Government 
for $2,000,000. Hence the suit, which is now 
dragging its slow length along in the HBoglish 
courts.

GEN. DE CISSEY DEAD, 


pectal Cable. 
PARIS, June 16.—Gen. De Vissey is dead. 
Ernest Louis Octave Courtet de Cissey was 


boro at Paris in 1812. He was educated at the 
Military Academy of St. Cyr, and in 1835, with a 
commission as Lieutenant, became an Aide-de- 
Camp of Gen. Trezei. He served with distinc- 
tion in Africa, and wes decorated with the 
Legion of Honor. He was promoted to Chief of 
Squadron in 1840, and the next year was made a 
Captaia. Upon the breaking out of 


THE CRIMEAN WAR 


he was sent as Colonel, and fought in the battle 
of Inkermann, where he distinguished bimself 
to such an extent that he was immediately 
commissioned as 4 Brigadier-General, and 
served until the surrender of Sebastopol. Upon 


returning to France, Itttle was heard of him un- 
til 1863, when be received the rank of a Major- 
General and was put in command of a division 


of the standing army, with headquarters at 
Reunes. Here the war of 1870 found bim. He 


then was put in command of the First Division 


of the Fourteenth Corps, headquarters 


a AT METZ. 


He took a brilliant part in the batties of Borny, 
Resonville, and Saint-Privat, all ciose to the 
celebrated fortress. On the 22d of October, 1870, 
when Bazaine made known to his Generals bis 


resolution to surrender, De Cissey energetically 


declared himseif in favor of a sortie by the 
whole army at the risk of complete annihila- 


tion. Oct. 25, after Chaogarnier's fiasco, De 


Cissey was sent by Bazaine to Frescaty, a cha- 
teau near Saint-Privat, to interview Gen. Strehle, 
of the Prussian army. :

He reorganized tbe army, superintended tue 
construction of the defenses, and rendered ob- 
ligatory in the army many things which had 
previously been contined to the elementary 
schools and gymnastic balls. Above all, he in- 
terdicted the officers of the army, under se- 
vere penalties, from writing for the newspapers 
or magazines without first submitting their arti- 
cles to him. He thus made himseif very oonox- 
ious. Upon the occasion of the triai of Bazaine, 
the efforts of De Cissey to mitigate the sentence 
of the Marsbal called up the unpleasant connec- 
tion of De Cissey with the surrender, and he was 
COMPELLED TO RESIGN HIS MINISTRY, 

giving way to Gen. Chanzy in June, 1872. As a 
member of the Chamber ot Deputies, baving 
been elected thereto, he sat with the Centre of 
the Righ He was in favor of the 
return of Congress to Paris. On the 
Ad of May, 1874. Gen. de Cissey became Prime 
Minister fand formed a Ministry which was as 
sbort-lived as the rest of that era of many Min- 
istries, going out of office the 10th of March, 1875.

A Review of the Ra lread Building Done 
in the Northwest the Pres: ui Year. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Chicayo Tribunc. 

Sr. Pau, Mion.. June 16.—The Pioncer Press 
will print tomorrow a review of tne railroad 
building completed on the lines radiating from 
St. Paul in the urst five months of the present 
year, and that projected fur the rest of the sea- 
son. In the Northwest sections there is a gen- 
eral purpose to gridiron the country. but at the 
same time a cautious policy is manifested, 80 a8 
to make every inch of ground and every dollar 
expended teil its results. There is not that end- 
long fush about railrond building that wes the 
characteristic of last year, but a quiet purpose 
to utilize time and money for the best bus ness 
results. So far as construc.ion of lines radiat- 
ing from St. Paul and Minoeapgiis is concerned, 
there is a gwod degree of activity, the St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Manitoba and the Northern Pacitic 
rystems vccupying the commanding pusidons in 
the foreerouad of the raiiro.d landscape. The 
various independent sbort lines organized in 
the interior, that have a corporate existence but 
no roads, are eugaged in prelimiuary surveys 
and projects fur future work. They are not 
sumciently advanced to wave reached the con- 
struction stage, and therefure their enumeras 
tion cannot properly come under the head of 
new rouds being vulit. Below is a digest of the

The track bas been pushed steadily forward 
from the east westward in the ‘Territory of 
Montana, and the whole Yellowstone division is 
being rupidly compieted.

5.547 feet 
above the sea level, and the average weekly 
p on the east headiag is thirty-three feet. 

The Missoula Division joins the west end of 
the Rocky Mountaia Divisiou, and the con- 
tractor bas a large force of Mormon laborers at 
work grading. Track-laying is progressing from

Grad ng ts 80 far completed on this 
branch that no delay will be @xperienced in 
track-laying. which was commenced June 1, 
to be completed to Morrie Sept. I. The 
Northern Pacitic, Fergus 4 Black Hills Raii- 
rad leaves the main line at Wadena, and is 
now being operated from there to Fergus Fulle. 
a distance of miles, and to be extended to 
Breckinridge. From Fergus Falis a roadis be- 
ing built up to Pelican Rapids, on which track- 
laying is in progress, and eleven miles now laid. 
It will reach Pelican Rapids July 16. At Fargo 
the Farwo & Soutbwesiern Railroad branches off 
southwesterly, and track-laying is about to be 
commenced. The grad Ss practically com- 

leted to the town of Lisbon, fifty-five miles 
rom Fargo. The road is to run to Grand Kap:ds. 
the whole line being about eighty miles long. 
From Cusselton. ne Cusselton Brauch Railroad 
runs nearivy due north to May lie. and is in 
operation to the latter point—forty-three wiles 
from Casselton. Grading is completed twenty- 
five miles beyond. The Jamestown Northern 
Ra:irvad leaves the main line at Jamvustown and 
is graded for fourteen miles.

A Movement on Feet to Erect a New 
Cuion Depot at Toledo, 0.

Torro. O., June 16.—It is generally under- 
stood among ruliroad men and those in position 
to know that a movement is on foot relative to 
the building of a new union depot in this city. 
which would accommodate the roads now com- 
ing into the present depot mucb better than the 
present somewhat antiquated quarters. The 
proposition isfor an immense structure near 
the Y west of the union bridge. and the plans 
are for one of the very finest build- 
ings of the kind in the country. Gen- 
eral-Manager Neweil, General-Superinten- 
dent Wright, and the engineers of the 
Lake Shore and other rvads interested have 
have been in consultation in regard to the mat- 
ter for several days past, and either Mr. Van- 
derbiit or some otber geotieman bigh in au- 
thority anc connected with the Lake Shore is 
expected in the city within a day or two, when 
the matter will be definitiy settled upon. Just 
what disposition would be made of tne present 
depot io such an event has not perbaps been 
fuliy determined on, but in any event it wili 
continue to remain a passenger depot for a year 
to come, as the erection of suen a building as 
that cuntempiated would take very near that 
time. The great objection that there would be 
Ou the part of many ot our citizens to the re- 
movalof the passenger depot to the place des- 
ignated would be, of course, its: distance from 
the main busin-ss portion of the city.

A Woman Arrested for Poisoning Her 
Husband.

MontReaL, June 144.—The young woman 
Suphronie Auciaire bas been arrested on the 
ebarge of poisoning her husband. This case bas 
already been briefly referred to in Taz Tan- 
Un. The woman is young, pretty, and intelli- 
gent. Dr. Roy. who attended her husband, Du- 
four, testified that he believed the deceased had 
ded from cystitis. Josephine Marchand said 
the deceased aud bis wife quarreled a great deal. 
Sbe believed the deceased bad been poisoned. 
Ou a certain evening in November last ‘he pris- 
dner had made the deceased a dish, which he 
ate, and compiained afterwards to witness that 
be was very i; that his bead felt ready to burst; 
that bis teeth were shaking in bis head; and that 
the inside of his throat was intlamed. The 
symptoms seemedto the witness to resembie 
those of poisoning. The prisouner said she met 
the deceased when only 16 years old, and they 


were married after a brief courtship 
of two weeks. Bince about one year 
ago ber busband had always been sick, 


and was in constant dread of losing bis situa- 
tion ascarter on the Grand Trunk Railway. 
Woen sick Dufour would never follow the doc- 
tor’s iustrucdons, and would continually seep 
taking ice, altnoug all cool beve were for- 
bidden him. He was also iu the babit of driak- 
ing to excess, although for a month previous to 
bis decease be had temperate; her bus- 
band’s disease Was one contracted by bad and 
immoral babits. The prisoner when asked 
about the packet of poison fwuad by ber. de- 
clared inat she had received a package of white 
powder from Dr. Rey, who had toid ber to mix it 

th water, the whole to be used as an injection. 
She also said that this mixture was leit lying 
about in saucers in a careless manner. Fabien 
Dufour, of St. Cunegonde, brother of the de- 
ceused, testified that the prisoner had said to 
him that she would poison ber husband if 
she was sure he (witn would live wito der. 
He answered, In case | should not. do not 
poison him.“ This was last year. He subse- 
quently told deceasea in the presence of ‘his 
mother, sister, and brother-in-law of (his state- 
ment. The prisoner made the same offer to 
him seven or eight times, Sbe sad she would 
sell the furniture and gu off with bim. Sbe was 
speaking seriousiy. His brother died io bis 
arms. Since last autumn deceased was most of 
the time ill, and could work only at intervals. 
He thought that his brother was jealous of him 
because of a weakness bis wife had for bim 
(witness), He added that he knew the prisoner 
as being a bad woman. The affair looks like a 
confusion of circumstances, und should there 
be poison found in the body of deceased, it Will 
surprise shrewd police officers, who regard the 
affair as one grow outof family spite.

Very Damaging Testimony Against 
Tracey—His Positive Iden- 
tification.

The Huebner Murder Case, 

The case against Tracy and Rock, the allered 
murderers of Police Officer Huebner, ow on trial 
in the Criminal Court before Judge Rogers and 
a jury, is likely to prove one of the most inter- 
esting trials which ever took place jp the court. 
Yesterday forenvon was consumed [fh completing 
the jury panel, which as finally made up is as 
follows: P. W. Forsythe, No. e Dearbora 
avenue: Henry Balser, No. 143 Twenty-first 
street; Henry Jones, No. 18 Third avenue;

reons wen arrested, Tracy nad his pockets 
ulled with burgiar’s toois, and botu under these 
cireumstarnces bad been ind.cted for the mur- 
der. The proof upon which tois indictment was 
returned would be supplemented by the 
evidence of at least two persons to whom 
James Tracy had made tull confession of his 
crime; that 18, he confessed to one and wae over- 
beard by the other. The maia points in this con- 
fession were corroborated und proven to be facts 
by the other witnesses. 

Mesers. Salomon and Lonognecker, who were 
appointed by Judge Gary to defend Tracy and 
Rock, respectively, followed Mr. Miils ia brief 
uddresses,. wherein it appeared that an alibi 
would be the burden of the defense. 

The first witness called to the stana was Hum- 
pbrey J. Moyniban, the Obief of the county po- 
luce, who produced a large map of the scene of 
the burgiary and the murder. The window out 
of which Tracy was seen and identified was rep- 
resented to be within six feet two inches from 
the end of the house. It was two fect seven 
inches wide, three feet five incbes high, ana five 
feet two inches from the ground. The Court 
suggested for convenience sake that the various 
points of interest on the map be designated by 
numbers. 

The next witness was Thomas Schwader, the 
grocer. He testified thal the upper story of the 
house was entered dy burgiars eurly on the 
morning of Feb. 3. He awoke on hearing show 
fired, and found everythmevopen. Upon iook- 
ing out be saw Mr. Giazier, bis neighvor, and 
directiy thereafter a couple of policemen. The 
back door was open, and upou examining the 
key marks of the burgiar’s nippers were found 
upon it. His clerk, Paul Wibisky, lost his vest, 
watch, anc coain, but the articles were re- 
turned to bim on the evening of the same day 
by a boy who fouud them. 

The cross-examination was unimportant. 

_ Officer Mathew Foley, of the Kawson Street 
Station, testified to baving left the station at 
1:15 o’elock in the morning in company with 
Omcers Kerns and Huebner. They walked to- 
gether to the corner ot Noble and Blackhawk 
streets, five blocks from where the burgiary 
was committed. Huebner then went south on 
Nobie street to Bradiey. Witness went west on 
Blackhawk street toward Ashiand avenue, and 
while guing west beard shots. The first one wus 
indistinct, and witness said to Kerns it sounded 
more like a door siamming. A moment 
later a second shot dispelled all doubt, 
and they ran along Biackhawk and 
Cleaver streets to Hoit, and then cut through 
the p-airie into Dixon street. Upon reaching 
this point they sawtwo men Skulking along a 
fence which forms the south boundary to a Va- 
Cunt lot on the southeast corner of Blackhawk 
street and Ashland avenue. The fence is about 
150 feet long. and when they saw them first the 
men were Only about twenty feet east of Ash- 
land avenue. Both Kerns and himself ran to- 
wards them, shouting for them to halt, but they 
kept right on and turned iuto the alley. Wit- 
ness was within 225 feet of them, and was able 
to see their faces and clothing, but not dis- 
tinctly enough to be able to recognize them 
afterwards. One wore a dark coat, aud 
Scotch cap with peak, and the other 
carried a coat on bis arm, and wore a sbort dark 
undereoat. After running some distance south 
in the ailey the refugees turned east into Dixon 
street through an open narrow passageway 
alongside No. 585. There are two buildings on 
this lot, one a two-story and brick-basement 
structure in front, and the other an old frame 
structure in the rear.

The defense trie 
to have what passed between these two ex- 
cluded, but Mr. Mills claimed the conversation 
with the wounded man occurred within one and 
a half minutes of the actual shouting, and there- 
fore vught to be considered a part of the res 
gestae. e Court sustained this view. 
Continuing, the witness said be exclaimed to 


Huebner. God God, Joba, is it you 
that’s sbot?” Huebner replied, “Yes, and 
for God's sake don't leave me.” “Who 


shot you?” wus asked. “Two fellows that 
I met running through the vacant lot. I took 
bold of the little fellow and downed tim, and 
the big fellow shot me. Do you know them?” 
again asked the witness. * No.“ said Huebner, 
»I never saw them before,” and then, in answer 
to another question, said he was shot through 
the belly and through the shoulder. He was 
oo nome and di some twenty-four hours 
ater. 

Foley in reply to questions then stated that he 
fired three shots as he ran, and shouted to 
Huebner, who he knew must be near at band: 
“ Shout the ——; shoot em. Jobo,” as loud as he 
could scream. Huebner's revolver, which was 
found close beside him, bad three chambers 
empty. 

Mrs. Anna Glazier, the wife of a mitten- maker 
living at No. 5 Bauwans street, was next called 
to the stand. She ved on te first floor, and 
above in the rear lived her brother. ano in frout 
her sister-in-law. The latter was on ber dying- 
bed.

The deceased 
bad a tishing outfit with bim, and itis supvosed 
be was ou bis way to the lake at the time of the 
accident. He was about 50 years ot age, and 
bad sandy whiskers and mustache, and wore a 
brown coat and Vest, Drown wuvien spirt, brown 
straw bat, and jow-cut laced shoes. The body 
was taken to the morgue. 


Why Henry Baun should want to kill 
himeelf isa mystery. He isa German, 50 years 
old, the owner of cunsiderable real estate, and 
not burdened with tne care of a wife or family, 
for de never married. But yesterday morning 
he took a razor and slashed away at the arteries 
in one of his wrists until he was in a fair way to 
bieed to death, and bis lite would dave vozed 
out through the ugly ashes if his iandiady had 
not discovered bis condition when sie went to 
call bim to breakfast. She immediately sum- 
moned Dr. Thielow. The doctor dressed the 
wounds and bad the would-be suicide removed 
to the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital. Baun was 
very weak from loss of blood when discovered 
at bis work of self-destruction, and can recover 
only through the most careful nursing. He 
boarded at No. 285 North Centre street.

THE FATAL BANANA PEEL. 

The Mayor is down upon banana peels being 
thrown in the streets,and proposes to enforce the, 
ordinance on the subject by requiring. the 
street-dealers in the fruit to post signs upon 
their stands warning their customers, etc. If 
the nuisance is as great as it is represented to be 
it would seem that the best way to correct the 
evil would be to have the police 
make a few arrests. Then, again, it 
migut contribute to remedying the trouble 
if the police would look more carefully as to 
whether or not the dealersin the fruit bad taken 
out licenses. as requirea by the ordipances. The 
facts are believed to be that many of the deal 
ers bave not complied wiih the ordinanves in 
(bis particular, and that the policemen are pro- 
tecting them ic plymg their business, and are 
being id a Certain amount a week or month 
for the same, the pr $ going Loto their puck- 
ets instexnd of into the coffers of the city. A 
little investigation would settle tuts point, per- 
haps, and it is veleved wonid not only go a 
great ways toward abating the nuisance com- 
plained of, but would also bring some money to 
the cty. 

THE EXPOSITION TROUBLE. 

Ald. Kyan, of the committee to whom the 
ordinance provides tor the city dispossessing 
the Exposition Company of its rights on the 
Lake- Front property, bad an extended inter- 
view with the Mayor on the subject yesterday. 
The Mayor said that the free use of the ground 
was contrary to bis ideas of what was just and 
proper; but Ha rental could be obtained, and 
the money upplied to beautifying the park and 
keeping it in good condiaon, the exposinon, he 
thought, sbouid be encouraged. He beid that it 
was a good thing fur the city, and 
suggested. as a solution of the trouble. 
that the Alderman should report to the Council 
a resolution providing that the Mayor and Coa- 
trotier should negotiate with the Exposition As- 
sola uon fora fair rental for the ground which 
they occupy, with the understand that the 
receipts should all be spent upon the Lake Park, 
and deciaring at the same time that the city 
sbould relinquish none of its rights in the prem- 
ises. Ald. Ryan looked favorably on the propo- 
sition, and subsequently cuused a resolution to 
be prepared covering the idea, which be will lay 
before cne Council at its next meeting. Its fate 
will be locked forward to with geome interest, 
especially since the same question has been 80 
often raised before and never amounted to any- 
thing for some reason or other.

The 
weekly report of Warden Dixon snoved that 
there are s72 patients in the hospital, of whom 
eight are pay patients. There were thirteen 
deaths and sixty-five discharges, and seventy- 
eight bew patients were admitted during che 
week. Architect J. C. Cochrane submitted the 
plans for the new administration building and 
the two isolated pavilions, which were approved.

Already—and 
the fact bas existed for sume time past—ull the 
State :nstitutions conta more of Cook County's 
insane than ber quota allowed by law. In the 
years gone by this county took into her 
institutions for charity all no applied, and 
the resuit was that States and cities sent their 
paupers bere aud they were cared for. Now 
there is more care exercised. At the same 
time, with the State institutions containing more 
thau Cook County's quota, ite own Hospital for 
the Insaue is overcrowed. The tide of immigra- 
tion whigp s rushing to the West leaves sirand- 
ed in Cue. go mauy a feebie- minded and belpiess 
ope to whom this county is compelied to given 
bome aud sbeiter. At present the insane cases 
come ipto the County Court at the rate of about 
ten a week, while the average number dis- 
charged as cured from ali the hospitais is leas 
tbun six a week. With en increasing population 
come more paupers and more insane people. 
These people must some day be provided for, 
and that in the very near future. This isa 
matter of serious consideration, and some of 
the Coummis«ioners feel the serious importance 
of the situation.

Redistricting Chicago for E'ection Pur- 
poses— Hore Vuoiing Precinets, 

The importance of increasing the voting pre- 
cincts in the City of Chicago bas occupied the 
attention of the County Board for a cuasider- 
able time past, and the matter was referred to 
the Committee on Public Service, who bave 
given it that careful consideration whicb its im- 
portance deserves. Their idea haa been to 80 
increase the number of voting precincts as to 
give every body a chance to vote who is entitled 
to the franchise. With that end in view they 
bave redistricted the city, so as to give an aver- 
age of 500 votes tu each precinct. It sbvuid 
have been less, bBowever, but it is probabiy 
the best that can ve done under tue 
circumstances. The report will prubabi 
be presented Monday. and it will recommen 
the tollowim#e chunges: To morease the First 
Ward, from Ove lo seven precincts; the Second 
Wurd, frum six to eight precincts; the Third 
Ward trow tive to seven precivets; the Fourth 
Ward. frum eigut to eleven preciucts; the Firth 
Ward, from une to Luirteen precincts; the Sixth 
Ward, from ume to ten precinets; the Sereuta 
Ward, from nine to ten precincts; the Eigoth 
Ward, frow ten totweive precincts: the Ninto 
Ward, trom four to seven precincts; tne Teuth 
Ward, from frow tour to six precinets; the 
Eleventh Ward, from six tu eigut preciacts; the 
Iwelftn Ward, from nine to eleven precincts: 
the Toirteenth Ward, from six to seven ya 
cincts; the Fourteenth Ward will be ieft as it is, 
with thirteen precincts; the Fifteeuts Ward, 
from emht to nine precincts; the Sixteenta 
Ward, from six to seven precincts; the Seven- 
teenth Ward, trum six to eight preciacts; and 
the Eieuteenth Ward, from niage to eleven bre 
cincrs.

An Extract from the Atlantic Monthly 
for July. 

In the Atiantic Monty for July is an article 
by Henry D. Lioyd, of this city, which is certain 
to attract very general attention, not only on 
account of the brilliant and forcible style 
adopted by its author, but also by the subject to 
an exposiuon of which it is devoted. The essay 
by the same writer on The Standard Oil Mo- 
nopoly” was universally commended, it was 
extensively copied here and abroad, and none 
of its allegations have yet been answered, much 
less refuted. The article now ready is in some- 
what similar vein to its predecessor, in that it is 
a brave and timely exhibit of the modus ope- 
randi by which some men grow rich at the 
expense of others, and gigantic corporations are 
used to subserve the selfish purposes of unscru- 
pulous money-makers. The story is an instruct- 
ive one, and as such we quote it entire for the 
benefit of our readers. The title of the article 
is The Political Economy of Seventy-three 
Milliod Dollars“; and it is divided into two 
parts—the first being a discussion of the ques- 
tion as to whether political economy is entitled 
to be considered a science or not; and the sec- 
ond containiug the history of one of America’s 
most successful of political economists.“ The 
article runs as follows: 

While the Crystal Palace exhibition of 183 
was open in New York there came to seek his 
fortune in the city a siender, black-eyed, black- 
haired boy, from the interior of the State. He 
brought with bim a very hands@me mahogany 
box. In the box was an invention; “A little 
thing.“ he once said, I bad brought from my 
country home, and thought was go to make 
my fortune and revolutionize the worid. It was 
a mouse-trap.” The unsopbisticated boy left 
his treasure on the seat of a Sixth ave- 
nue car, while he stood on the piat- 
form to stare at the crowd, and it was 
stolen. But he pursued and caught the thief, 
who was an old offender, for whom the police of 
New York were looking at that moment. The 
Heraid of the next day, under the heading, 
“How a Mouse-Trap Caught a Thief,” gave his 
first taste of publicity to the youth who for the 
next thirty years was to be continually before 
the public, and by a singular coincidence al- 
ways in connection with some kind of trap. The 
genius that had divined from afar that the great 
city was full of mice, and had contrived a trap 
to catch them, could not be stolen. Its first im- 
puise grew toa passion. Brains and strict at- 
tention to the laws of supply and demand have 
made the country boy the greatest mouse- 
catcher of America, and his traps have become 
the envy ot every man of feline aspirations. 

Four of his inventions were masterpieces. In 
the first of them he gained the confidence of his 
simple prey by assuming a position of trust as 
Director, and afterwards as President, of the 
largest railroad but one in his native State. At 
once there began to turn before the eyes of the 
stockholders and the public a kaleidoscope of 
ruin: shower after shower of stocks and bonds 
issued to run the road, while the Trustee and his

warehouses, glowing milis, precious franchises, 
and rich contracts—a fair but hollow scene 
where all the expenses go to the owner, and all 
the receipts to the Trustee. N 

Our economist, having been charged with a 
fraud upon his road, at once procured from one 
of his courts the place of Receiver, with a fund 
of $8,000,000, to protect his trust against him- 
self. In one of his Stock-Exchange campaigns 
he locked up $12,500,000 of money—otner 
pie’s money. New York rocked in the prelim- 
inary throes of panic, and there would have 
been a crash had not Secretary McOulloch in- 


terposed with the announcement that be would ‘ 


issue $50,000,000 of legal-tenders if this hand 
were not taken off the throat of business. An 
honest editor, Samuelj Bowles, who deneunced 
the alliance of Tammany and Erie, was ab- 
ducted and illegally jailed. Assasination was at- 
tempted upon Dorman B. Eaton, another fear- 
less denunciator, who was left for dead on tho 
streets of New York for baving dared to act out 
the courageous words of Emerson: Good-uat- 
ure is plentirul; but we want justice, with heart 
of steel, to ight down the proad.”’ 

When this student of thAscience of abstrac- 
tion became Trustee his trust was in debt 851. 
065,943. Under his administration of the laws of 
competition this became $115,449.211, while the 
mileage increased but 186 miles. In four months 


the ‘increase was $23,500,000. The moral bank- 


ruptcy that festooned this ruin could not be ex- 
pressed in tigures. These surprising achieve- 
ments in the pursuit of wealth led the New 
York Legisiature to order an investigation. The 
political economist of the mouse-trap was 
charmingly frank in his answers to the com- 
mittee: 

“TI was first elected President of the Erie Rail- 
road in 1868, and Iwas President in 1869, 1870, 
and 171. I do not remember whether I ap-

not know whether he is a lawyer. He was a Di- 
rector of Erie and member of its Executive 
Committee. I would not have allowed pecuniary 
transacnons with Mr. Tweed to be put in the 
shape of leral services if my attention had been 
called to them. Ido not contemplate going to 
Europe tomorrow. I should say that paper 
my handwriting.

ers, witose agents they were. In ali 
this work a prominent part was taken 
by & great philanthropist, who, having sworn 
that the New York Elevated Ratiroad Company, 
of which he was President, was earn ing 10 per 
net a year, ted for its stockhoiders a6 per 
cent annual dividend guaranteed by Manhattan, 
which be bad swornto be bankrupt; and after 
he had sworn Manhattan to be bankrupt allowed 
it an annual dividend of 4 per cent. The same 
willingness to call up the spirit of panic showed 
itself asin the gold conspiracy. To make cer- 
tain stockholders of Metropolitan surrender 
their property attacks were made in the World 
on the credit of the Shoe & Leather Bank and 
the Tradesmen’s Bank, benind which the} 
supposed to have found financial refuge.

To properly appreciate the work done by him 
who was in his time the first of critics and the 
greatest of English scholars required the mind 
and the pen of one who could himself claim high 
rank as a student and presminent ability as a 
learned man. Richard Bentley is fortunate in 
his latest biographer. Prof. Jebb is peculiarly 
well fitted to understand the importance of 
Bentley's work and the real greatness of the 
man, While he is too thorough a scholar to be 
led astray by mere pedantry or by affectea wis- 
dom not sustained by the evidence. In reading 
this life of Bentley the reader will find 
himself often marvelug fully as much 
at the genius, shrewdness, and skill of 
the biographer as at the profound learning 
and excessive self-confidence of the former 
Master of Trinity College. It is true that Monk 
and Cumberland—as well as Bentley himself— 
had furnished Prof. Jebb with an abundance of 
well-digested material. None the less is he de- 
serving of credit for the admirable manner in 
which he has made use of this material. His 
analyses of Bentley’s works, while necessarily 
condensed, are clear and discriminating. What 
might easily have been an exceedingly dry and 
uninteresting volume—except for professed 
scholars—is in reality a work of considerable 
attractive power even for the lay reader. And 
in the very excellent series of which it is u 
member it will take a ition among the best. 

Richard Bentley was born in Yorkshire Jan. 
N. 1662. He died at Cambridge July 14, 1742. A 
remarkabie variety of interest belongs to his 
life of 80 years. He is the classical critic whose 
— original genius set a new example of 
method, and gave a decisive bent to the subse- 
quent course of scholarship. Amongst students 
of the Greek Testament he is memorable as the 
first who defined plan for constructing the 
whole text directly from the oldest documents. 
His English style has a place of its own in the 
transition from the prose of the seventeenth 
century to that ot the eighteenth. During forty 
years he was the most prominent figure of a 
great English university at a stirring period. 
Aud everything that he did or wrote bears a 
vivid impress of personal character. The char- 
acter may alternately attract and repel; it may 
provoke a feeling in which indignation is tem- 

red only by a sense of the ludicrous, or it may 
rresistibly appeal to our admiration; but 
at all moments and in m 
it is signally masterful.” Bentley 
was pugnacious. As a controversialist he had 
proved himself a match, in different fields, for 
wits, heretics, and ee As a scholar his 
fame was unrivaled. The story of his success- 
ful ügut to maintain his Mastership of Trinity 
Colleze shows his wonderful tenacity and perse- 
verance, as well as the fertility of his resources. 
He never knew what it was to be beaten, and for 
twenty-six years maintained a legal contest in 
which he was certainly wrong and yet in which 
he retained all for which he contended. He was 
sentenced to be deprived of his office; the stat- 
ute provided that be shouid be dispossessed not 
by an Officer of the court, but by the Vice- 

aster; he appointed a warm personal friend 
as Vice- Master: that Official refused 
to act, and no power could compel him 
to, 80 for last eight 
years of his life Bentley was Master of Trinity 
de facto,but de jure a usurper, a detier of the law. 
Small matter that tothe scholar militant! He 
held the office, exercised the power, received the 
emoluments, and was safe so long as he did not 
quarrel with his Vice-Master! Bentley was the 
leader of no school, but in the sphere of scholar- 
ship the influence of his writings has been what 
Götbe calls daemonic,“ a force which can- 
not be measured.

Haupt 
ranked him as second to no other scholar.” In 
literature he marks the beginning of an epoch— 
de represents England among a few great schol- 
ars who helped to restore classical learning to Eu- 
rope.“ Niebuhr speaks of him as towering like 
a giant amidst a generation of dwarfs. Bentle 
cleared new ground, made new paths, opene 
new perspectives, ranged through the iength 
and breadth of anciect literature as Hercules, 
in the Trachinia of Sophocies, ciaims to have 
roamed through Hellas, sweeping from hill, 
lake. and forest those monstrous torms before 
which superstition had quailed, or which help- 
loss apathyy had suffered to infest the dark 
places of the land.“

A Paladin of Finance. 

Mr. Jenkins is well known in the literary world 
for his clever satire, Ginx's Baby,“ published 
some time ago. He has now finished a satirical 
novel dealing with the French mania for finan- 
cial speculation, and to which he gives the 
title A Paladin of Finance. Contemporary 
Manners.”

The French aristocrats today are as 
gullible in stock speculations as they were when 
John Law took them in with his Mississippi 
scheme. For a time last Janu Paris was one 
vast gambling den; ladies wer@ among the most 
reckless gamblers,and one single family lost over 
$3,000,000. Ostensibly the Union Générale was a 
tinancial scheme in the interest of religion, and 
thus attracted m who might not 
have so readily gone’into mere speculation. 
The bursting of this financial bubble offered the 
satirist a fine field for the display of his talent, 
and thie Mr. Jenkins has wellimproved. Mon- 
sicur Cosmo, the Paladin, an Italian adventurer, 
woes to Paris with some money and letters of 
introduction from Pope and Cardinals, and 
strives to induce Catholics to do with their 
money what the Jews were doing with theirs. 
“The Church was rich, its members were rich; 
but it was disorganized wealth. His plan was to 
put that wealth in motion, to turn it again and 
again, and in this way to enrich Catholic society 
and to enable the Church to grasp power in the 
world. Immense masses of capital were to be 
combined and shrewdly invested in industrial, 
mining, and railway schemes so as to yield an 
enormous increase.” Cosmo wins all classes to 
his plans, bis enterprise isiaunched, floats proud- 
ly for a short time, and tnen sinks with all on 
board, the Captain of the craft being murdered 
by two of his humblest victims. Such is the 
merest outline of this work, which is brilliantly 
written, full of interesting points, and in no 
munner wearisome even in its financial disquisi- 
tions. In some aspects the book conveys a use- 
ful lesson to American readers. It would not be 
dificult to imagine the figure of ode of our own 
most unscrupulous stock manipulators standing 
as a prototype for Monsieur Cusmo. Iu one point 
only is there a remarkable difference. The Ital- 
jan adventurer spared two when the crash came 
—the American spares pone, and uld as soon 
ruin bia nearest fried as his most bitter foe.

Tilé Dratnage—Its Absolute Necessity 
and Advantages, with Suggestions tor 
Its More Speedy and Universal Adop-

DecarTvR, III., June li. One extreme follows 
another; and never has this old adage received 
a more striking illustration than a present. 
Last season we were ali but burnt up with fear- 
fui drouth, and this year we are being drowned! 
Rain bas fallen so incessantly that it has simply 
been impossible to get in spring crops properly 
or on time, especially corn, which is consequent- 
ilywoing to be very late, and if this kind of 
weather continues any longer it will interfere 
with working it; anda poor corn crop is a dis- 
aster to us. To many a succession of un- 

avorable seasons is worse; it means serious 

mbarrassment, if not bankruptcy! Last 
season our corn crop was poor and short 
because of the drouth, and this year we 
are all flooded. On Saturday week, after 
the heavy rain of the preceding day and nignt, 1 
took a run over the superb road-bed of the Wa- 
bash Railway, across the State from Danville to 
Decatur, Springtield, Jacksonville, ete., to note 
the condition of the soil, and, as the landscape 
panorama passed swiftly before me, mile after 
mile, the richest and most productive soll the 
suy ever shone upon presented a most depiora- 
ble appearance. As far as the eye could reach 
everything was soaked to flooding, and across 
the more level tields lay an almost unbroken 
sheet of water, glimmering in a summer's sual 
It was simply fearful. The young corn (that a 
few had been fortunate enough to get in between 
rains) coming or weil up, was standing pale and 
sickly in a bed of most plastic mud, wulle hun- 
dreds, aye thousands. acres of it were com- 
pletely covered with water. I marveled greatly 
to myself, wondering bow long in this day of 
intelligence the farmers of [Illinois were going 
to be content to plod along at the complete 
mercy of the weather and the seasons? Agricuilt- 
ure is the undisputed basis of all prosperity and 
weaith; it is the support and foundation for ail 


Other kinds of business,and yet bas the least 


tection of any in this respect. What matters 
t to the manufacturer whether it be cold or 
warm, wet or dry; he bas protected himself with 
etanch bulidings, and his business goes on with- 
out interruption, delay, or uncertainty in yield 
or protit. The farmer can also as certainly and 
easily protect bis business from either extreme, 
wet or drouth, and be can make his soil warmer; 
his erop- growing season longer: be can arrange 
to work his ground quicker atter rains, and — 
ahead of the weeds, instead of weeds getting 
abead of him. thereby keeping his growing crop 
‘clean easier and with less labor, which means 
cheaper—that is, bigger—profits. 

How? Simply by tiling bis land thorougbly— 
that is, laying a network of tile—not au isolated 
line of tile in this depression and the next—for 
“thorough drainage is absolutely necessary to 
obtain the tull benefit of this great tmprove- 
ment. Its advantages are so numerous and 
conceded thar it is astonishing why many doubt- 
ing stand or still delay to at once adopt it: 

I. It prevents any possible damage from flogd- 
ing or excessive rains. 

L. It enavies one to work land sooner after 
rains—almost immediately, where there is a 
network of tile. 

3. It is equally as good a protection from the 
other extreme—excessive drouth—in several 
ways. 

4. It lengthens the season for labor and vege- 
tation by render the soii eartier in spring and 
keeping off the effects of cold weather longer 
in the fall. 

56. It deepens the — soil and lessens its 
cooling by evaporation. 

6. lt prevents surface washing by drawing the 
water down through the soil as fast as it falls 
(eventually), thereby also securing the benefit 
of whatever fertiliz material it contains. 

7. It enables the soil also to receive a larger 
supply of thefertilizing gases of the atmos- 
phere (carbonic acid and ammonia), because 
more open and porous for passage of air. 

8. It promotes fine tilth by rendering the soil 
more friabie, and becomes mellow as a garden- 
bed for crops. 

9. It diminishes evaporation, thus raising the 
temperature of the soil; and warms the lower 
portions of tne subsoil. 

10. It prevents the beaving-out of grain, les- 
sening the chance of winter-killing. 

iL. It prevents land from becoming sour, and 
replaces stagnant water with life-gi air and 
warmth to the plants. 

12. It facilitates the chemical action by which 
the constituents of the soil are pre or 

lant-food, and by which its mechanical texture 

also improved. 

18. It lessens the formation of a hurtfal crust 
on the surface after rains in hot weather. 

M4, It facilitates the hauling of loads pver the 
field, and renders land less liable to injury from 
the treading of cat tie. 

15. It facilitates the destruction of weeds, bo- 
cause the soil, becoming more friable, does not 
cling in a mass to their roots when torn up in 
cultivation, and the soil is worked easier as well 
as far more thoroughiy with less effort. 

16. It preserves a more equal degree of moist- 
ure in the soil under al! circumstances, since it 
not only renders its saturation with water impos- 
sible, but keeps it in such a condition of pulver- 
ization that in times of drouth it absorbs moist- 
ure by capillary attraction from the air thus 
enabled to pass through it (from the tile up- 
/wards), and never becomes parched and baked 
us in the case of undrained lands. 

F. It removes all malaria. 

18. Lastly, it reduces farming from a business 
of uncertain meagre profit to one of absolutely 
certain and lucrative profit. 

. When such truths have been demonstrated 
beyond cavii by the experience of ali who have 
tried “ thorough drainage,” no room is left for 
doubt or argument in opposition, Finally, when 
we refiect that land thuroughly tiled will every 
year produce a far heavier and cheaper culti- 
vated crop than wiil untiled land under the 
most favorable season that may happen, why 
delay to adoptit? Experience has shown that 
2% to 100 per cent protit is realized in judicious 
expenditure for tiling, and that the increased 
profit for the season will repay the entire cost 
of thorougbly tiling a tract of land, thereafter a 

rmanent investment (to that amount). What 

vestment is more lucrative than that for the 
farmer? Itis better than banking. However, 
it will not do to go into this vast improvément 
and inviting field of investmeut for the land- 
owner without a careful examination into its de- 
tails, which would be impossible bere. 

For the practical detaiis and particulars of 
how to tile, Kiippert’s or French's work on 
farm-drainage should be procured. They will 
be as interesting to the progressive farmer as a 
novel, and far more valuable and beneficial.

To resume, “thorough drainage” is becoming 
an imperative necessity, and that eminent ag- 
riculturist was right who éxclaimed, “ We must 
drain our lands or go still farther west!“ 
Continuous “bad seasons of either extreme 

or 8 as also . competi- 
compel it, for in this age 
the progressive farmer will commence thorough 
tiling (as many already have), and distance his 
less energetic neighbor. He will raise bigger 
and far more profitable crops, have no failtres, 
and eventually buy up bis less successful neigh- 
bor’s farm for his own sons. Prior to 1878 we 
had several successive wet seasons. Last sum- 
mer was excessively dry. The probabilities are 
therefore, that this one will not be dry, and 
some of our, closest observers of the weather 
and Nature's laws predict a wet season both this 
ear and next. Those who tile extensively will 
calied lucky, whereas there is no luck about 
it, for a greater truth or more timely suggestion 
was never made by man to fellow-menu than 
when Mr. Joseph Medili, of Chi wrote last 
fall: “The future prosperity of unge agri- 
culture depends on the amount of tile draina 
for the certainty and greatness of her crops wi 
be measured by the extent of her tile drainage” 
—words of prophecy, warning, and advice that 
will be verified and remembered as long as IIli- 
nois shall endure.

An- 
other in Vermilion County three years ago 
commenced to till his land thoroughly, and put 
in over ten miles the first year: the next year over 
twenty: last year thirty—making seventy miles 
in three yearse—a model farm! Ce y he 
found it paid or he would have put his 
money after his first year's ex- 
perience. 

Another reason why many delay commencing 
to tile, who admit its Value, protit, and necessity, 
is want of y means or capital; but neither 
is this position tenable, for whoever has the 
land has the means Let me elucidate. It 
bas become proverbial that American farmers, 
notably those west of the Middie States, have in- 
variabiy more land than they can work; or, to 
put it stronger, they would maké more clear 
profit each year if they cultivated a less number 
of acres more carefully and thoroughly. Tuis is 
an indisputable truth, speaking of land as it is, 
untiled. Corollary: If every farmer on soil un- 
deriaid with clay would sell one-fourth of his 
land — the proceeds into judicious 
thorough tile-drainage of the rest, he would 
make more clear money and easier, from the 
half of his original farm when so tiled than he 
now does from the whole untiled. Just one 
year ago I made this sane sug to the 
farmers of the Prairie States through the pen of 
that eminent afgriculturist, the author of 
“Model Farms and Their Methods,” 8. T. K. 
Prine, Eéq., of Dwight, III. 

itisa simple suggestion that entirely refutes 
the absurd excuse that tiling is so expensive, 
and I have not the necessary means now." Well 
did Mr. P. exclaim,“ Ye grumbiers and croak- 
ers who are all the time running behindhand, 
cease! There is no finer or richer body of land 
in the world than lies within the bordersof 
lilinois. Visit those localities in the State where 
they cannot manufacture tile fast enough to 
supply the demand, and see the evidences of 
thrift and prosperity, and they will universally 
tell you that the cause is, 1 have tiled my 
farm!’”’ _ 

To this suggestion, nevertheless, it was once 
suggested that you cannot always seil off a small 
piece; but “none are so blind as those who 
won't see.” for in nine cases out of ten it can be 
if offered cheap enough to make it an object. 
However, there is no doubt but money can be 
safely borrowed to commence tiling with. The 
true plan, anyhow, is to do but little the first 
yearand more each succeeding year as you ac- 
quire experience, and as the profits of the first 
tiling one begins to  repa it. We 
often hear of a man whe has lost bis farm from 
having mortgaged it to build a tine house—a 
sort of expensive luxury induiged in; but who 
ever beard of one losing his farm because of 
having borrowed money to insure certainty and 
increase in the vield of his crops by tiling? in 
England the Government authorizes loaus on 
land for this very purpose, but in this country, 
where land is plenty and cheap, and interest 
higher, the plan suggested is best, though our 
rate ot interest is steadily lowering. The main 
thing is to once get commenced at it, in some 
way. This is half the battle. Once do a little 
and you will soon be doing more. 

In connection with this subject it should 
be borne in mind by the managers of our 
railroads in the Prairie States, that in the future 
as they rebuild or put in new culverts and like 
waterways, thatit would be well to build them 
larger than seemingly necessary, for as thorough 
tiling is practiced and becomes general, in beavy 
raintalis several times the volume of water that 
now passes will be then discharged through 
these outlets, because the tile will run it all off 
at once or quickly, with a rush. A hint to the 
wise is sufficent, but this suggestion if re- 
membered and acted upon, will save the rail- 
roads thousands of doliars in the near future.

The recent meeting of Short-Horn brecders, 
held in this city. was in every ep the most 
euthusiastic and important gathefing of breeders 
ever beid in America. The pyrpose for which 
the meeting was called, being of paramount im- 
portance to the Short-Horn interests, served to 
attract the leading breeders of the country. In 
figuring for the control of the herd books 
of the country, the association is 
heartily indorsed by every interested person, 
and the ultimate success of the movement can 
no longer he doubted. But, however much the 
transfer may be desired, there are not few 
breeders who will insist that ualess ¢ ut- 
most unanimity exists, and also unless the pres- 
ent proprietors of the various books are liber- 
ally treated, they will not support the associa- 
tion. Among those who hold this opinion are 
included many of the wealthy and best-known 
men in the business, and on this acoount the 
— subject will dave to be handiec very care- 
fully. 

On the other band, there are a class of breed- 
ers who are bot-headed and impetuous, and 
these men favor starting an entirely new book, 
without regard to whether the present owners 
will sell their books ornot. This project cannot 
be successfully carried out, and it is not improb- 
„ble that within a few months the National As- 
sociation will have secured control of the record 
on the most amicabie of terms. The shares of 
stock in the new enterprise have all beeu taken 
among the breeders, and there can be no ques- 
tion of their intention to control the herd-book 
registry. The entire influence of the American 
Short-Horoe Breeders’ Associationis row being 
pointed io this direction, and this influence must 
make itself felt sooner or later. 


HMigh-Priced Jerseys. 

Dairymen all over the country are at a loss to 
account for the extremely high prices received 
at the Jersey sale recently heid in New York 
City. It bas come to be quite universally ad- 
mitted that the Jersey hus no superior as a dairy 
cow, but where the profit lies in an untried 
animal for which her eager purchaser pays from 
51.500 to $2,000 
matter to determine. The demand for Jerseys 
of breeding is constantly growing. and the 
era of bigh prices seems to have secured a firm 
foothold in this country. 

rage may, however, be a temporary one, 
resembiing in all its features the species of in- 
sanity which exist mong Short- Horn breed- 
ers some years ago. abulous prices were paid 
for the best bred Durbam stock, and after sev- 
erai years of high prices and small profits there 
came a decided change, caused to some extent 
by the panic of 1873,and the breeders of good 
things were satistied to sell for about one-third 
the prices that had been ruling. The present 
Jersey excitement will have its day; wealthy 
men who can afford to pay the ruling prices will 
keep up the rates for atime, but excéilent 
judges say that a decline will certainly follow, 
und when it occurs good Jersey cows can be 
bougat by a class of tarmers whose purres are 
not long enough to go into the business 
at the exorbitant prices of today. A 
butter record without a pedigree 
as valuabie as one which bears with it an aris- 
toeratic ancestry, provided individual merit be 
relatively great. s Jerseys are being sold at 
present pedigrees gre actually worth from $200 
to $1,800, and it is plain that such a state of 
things cannot continue for any great length of 
time. 


Mules for Field Work. 

It is asserted that there are now more largely- 
bred and highly-prized mules in the Southern 
States than in any other region in the world. 
As draft beasts and for field labor they surpass 
any other animal, and the use of them allows 
the horse to be kept for the saddle or carriage 
work, and not degraded to the drudgery of the 
team or the feld. At is olaimed for the mule 
that be can do twice as much heavy teaming or 
field work as the horse, provided he is not hur- 
ried, keeping bimself in perfect condition where 
the horse would starve, and not requiring balf 
the care. Besides, the mule being an animal of 

reat longevity and great conservation of both 

is vital energies and his physica! powers, is 
able to work to the advantage of his owner 
twice, if not thrice, as many years as the aver- 


age of horses. 
The little donkeys found in Mexico and in the 


mining regions of the West are also very useful 


and far preferable for boys and girls than thor- 
oughbred ponies, Who are very apt to be vicious, 
These donkeys have a good deal of spirit and 
much patience without stubbornness. I have 
seen some of them with long, thio manes, full 
tails, and sleek, shining coats, which were beau- 
tiful animals. 


How to Make Good Butter. 

The Western Reserve of Ohio bas always been 
famous for its excellent butter, and the follow- 
ing directions dy an experienced buttermaker 
of that vicinity will be of interest to all who de- 
sire to produce the best results of the dairy. 
“ We have never tried to keep butter from one 
spring to the next, but we can keep butter from 

ay till September and October or later, but in 
the two latter-named months we can make as 
good butter as in Mayor June. The way we 
preserve our butter is this: We take a welli-sea- 
soned crock or tub and sprinkie a little salt in 
the bottom. Then when our butter is well 
worked we pack it as t as possibile. If 
we only churn once or™twice a week we 
put a cloth on the first layer covered with salt to 
the depth of about half an inch, removing it 
carefully when putting down the next churn 
and then replace again, and repeat each time tii 
the vessel is full. Then put the cloth with the 
galt back on and cover tint to exclude the air. 
We have only tried to let you know how we keep 
butter from spring to fall and vice versa, but to 
keep it in this way the butter must be well at- 
tended from the time the milk is drawn from the 
cow. First, we must bave well seasonea crocks 
or pans to receive the milk. Second, the cream 
must not be allowed to remain on the milk till it 
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is, to say the least, a difficult |

Buyers are more numerous, 
are looking for better bred animals, and are not 
stickling as to terms. The short-horn interests 
are in the midst of a prosperous boom, which 
from present indications will continue during 
the entire season. 


The prospects for corn have very much im- 
proved within the past week, and farmers are 
recovering their spirits. During the beavy rains 
of two weeks ago much of the corn planted was 
drowned out, and farmers began to despair of 
raising even balfacrop. The weather recently 
has been propitious; corn bas come forward very 
rapidly, and from the great corn belt of Lilinois 
encourage reports are coming in daily. It is 
dificult to estimate anything about the corn 
crop much before June 2. Li at that date the 
stand is fair and the weather vontinues good a 
very excellent crop may be ex ted. Corn 
planted in certain portions of Lilinois has 
made ag harvest, when planted as late as 
Juiy 3. This applies more particularly to the 
low bottom lands, however. Upon the uplands, 
or rolling prairies, this late planting would be a 
risky business, but should the coming: fall bea 
late one most of the corn pianted as late as 
June 15 will mature and give an average vield. 
W beat, oats,and rye are in splendid condition, 
and, the acreage having been largely increased 
this year, a very large aad perfect harvest is ex- 
pected.

SOUTH AMERICAN WAR. 


Correspondence of Mr. Trescottand Mr. 
Frelinghuysen-The Story of Our Hi- 
forts to Miediate Between Chili and 
Peru—- The Kffect of the Publication of 
Mr. Trescott“ Iustructions. 
Wasaineton, D. C., June 144.—The President 

sent to the Senate today, in answer to its reso- 

lution, copies of all correspondence not hereto- 
fore communicated which passed between the 

Department ot State and Messrs. W. H. Treseott 

and Walker Blaine, the special envoys to Peru, 

Chili, and Bolivia. The correspondence is very 

voluminous. On Jan. 13, 188, Mr. Trescott 

wrote to Mr. Frejinghuysen announcing bis arri- 
val at the Chilian Capital on the 7th, and his re- 
ception in public audience by Sefor Baimaceda, 
the Secretary of Foreign Affairs. Mr. Trescott 

Bays: ; 

“I found here a state of feeling exeited far 
beyond anything that I had anticipated. The 
popular impression was that I was the bearer of 
a positive and imperious demand from the 
United States that Chili should makean imme- 
diate peace upon such terms as my Government 
deemed just and proper; and, while the Gov- 
ernment of Chill did not share ju this exagger- 
ated apprehension, there evidently existed in 
official circles an uneasy uncertaiuty as to the 
purposes of the special mission. I have reason 
to believe that the remarks which I made at the 
reception this moroing have removed all appre- 
hension of this sort. lam afraid that it will be 
more difficult to correct the extravagant hope 
which existe in Peru of a prompt and even forci- 


ble intervention of the United States to secure a 
peace without cessation of Peruvian territory.” 

On Jan. 2 Mr. Trescott telegraphed to Mr. 
Frelinghuysen: 

“After several confidential interviews, the 
Chiltan Minister for Foreign Affairs disciaims 
otfending by the removal of Calderon. Will ac- 
cept good offices and will facilitate conference 
between the provisional Government of Peru 
and myseif, with the exception of Calderon. 
Peace on the following conditions: Absolute 
cession of Tarapaca, and, further, an indemnity 
of twenty millions, payable in ten years: to oc- 
cupy Arica positively ten years; the iademnity 
unpaid, cession to Chili; appropriation of guano 
at Lobos; Peru refusing, no further interterence 
by the Government of the United States. To 
otfer good offices on the conditions named is not 
according to instructions.” 

He then suggests that ne be instructed not to 
interfere with the conditions named, but that he 
may recognize the necessity of ceding Tarapaca, 
and if that modification cannot be obtained, he 
shall then carry out his instructions numbered 


two. j 


On Jan. 27 Mr. Tresscott wrote to Mr. Freling- 
huysen about the Peace Congress invitations to 
which had been sent to the U uited States Minis- 
ters to South American States, and spoke of the 
impossibility of tendering such an invitation to 
Chili until the result of the negotiations has as- 
certained the friendly relations between the 
United States and Chili. He says it would be 
exceedingly unfortunate if either Mr. Adams or 
Mr. Hurlbut should extend this invitation to 
Bolivia and Peru while it was not extended to 
Coil. 

Under the same date, ia another letter, Mr. 
Trescott wrote: 

“The action of Mr. Hurlbut, whether inten- 
tional or not, has so exaggerated the belief in 
the Peruvian mind of the certainty and eilicacy 
of the intervention of the United States to pre- 
vent any cesston of territory, that I am not pre- 
paved to say that any Peruvian Government will 
96 willing or atrong enough to accept such 
terms. . .. In alli this 1 dave assumed that 
the Government bas not yet considered the pos-

On Feb. 3 Mr. Tretcots wrote that be had ro- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Hurlbut, saying that he

Ireplieu: 1 do not under- 
stand that there is any such thing as a Calderon 
question between us, and then said: Do you 
mean, Mr. Secretary, that both my original in- 
structions and the instructions from the present 
Administration are published? Hesaid: es, 
before you have recived them. I have a tele- 
gram, not in cipher, but open.’ Te which I re- 
plied that | supposed so, because | could not see 
the use of a cipher dispatch in reference to pa- 
pers already published. He added: Tes, they 
have been published, and will be soon published 
here in La Patria, a newspaper.’ He then went 
out of the room, and returned with a telegram 
which be said bad come from Paris only two 
days before, and of which he read me the first 
line, which, as I recollect now, was, The Biaine- 
Trescott instruction bas been published,’ and 
then paused, smiling and looking over the tele- 
gram as if de was uncertain whether he 
should communicate the rest. I said: ‘As 
you say that ali this is confidential, 
don't make a halt-coatidence of it. If I am 
to receive my instructions through you, let me 
know them in full.“ He smiled, shook bis head, 
and folded up the telegram, saying: This, how- 
ever, will not interrupt our negotiation,’ and 
then proceeded at some length to state why and 
to explain what he considefed the advantages of 
the condition of things under the new instruc- 
tions. ISaid to bim: ‘That may all be so, Mr. 
Secretary, bot I think that a diplomatist of or- 
dinary experience would conclude, when he 
learns that bis instrutions have been communi- 
cated to the Government with which he is ne 
tiating before be receives them bimeelf, that it 
is time for bim to be silent until he does receive 
them. i think there must be some mistake 
about all this, but, at any rate, | must decline to 
say a word more uutil I learn from my Govern- 
ment what it has done and what it means me to 
do. He said that he hoped that I would receive 
my instructions very soon; that the ition 
was strained, and could not be maintained 
for an indetinit time; that is, Chili could not 
wait much longer for the United States to de- 
cide what action it would take; and then, for 
the first time in our conferences, his manner be- 
came excited, and bis language somewhat too 
demonstrative.

accepted by Peru and Bolivia in August, 1881. 

On April 5 Mr. Treseott sent Mr. om ee 
sen a contidential dispatch from Lima, in which 
he says that on the Sunday before his departure 
(18th March) from Chili, the Chilian Secreta 
expressed to him in the strictest confidence h 
wilingness to consider certain modifications of 
his Original terms, if Peru would propose them 
asasubstitute. These moditications were con- 
siderable concessions, but Mr. Trescott says he 
told the secretary be bad no authority to accept 
them as the basis of an offer of good services. 

in a note accom any, the papers as sent to the 
Senate, it is stat the President does not 
deem it proper to publish the moditicadogs of 
the terms of peace suggested, as they werecom- 
municated in confidence to the diplomatic rep-

The Feminine Foot. 

One of the oldest orthopedic surgeons in New 
York recently told a reporter that the number 
of cases of splayed:feet in this city was large 
and rapidly increasing. 

“What in the world are ‘splayed feet? 
asked the reporter, 

‘“ Why, a splayed foot is a flat foot, or one in 
which the arch of the instep has been broken 
down.“ 

Pray. why should people tiving in the City of 
New York break down the arches of their in- 
steps? 

“ They ao it by wearing high-heeled shoes. Of 
course I din speaking of young giris and misses, 
and not grown-up persons of either sex. Now, 
the misses and young ladies of France wear 
heels that are even higher than we are accus- 
tomed to see inthis country. But the heel of 
the French shoe is placed well forward, almost 
under the middie of the foot, so that the arch or 
instep is supported just as tne span of a bridge 
is sustained by atoweror abutment under the 
middie of the span. Our shoemakers place the 
heel further back. This lengthens the span and 
increases the strain.“ . 

“Do you often come across these cases of 
broken-down insteps ?”’ 

“They are by no means uncommon. They are 
almost exclusively confined to females, and the 
weaker the goneral constitution the more likely 
is the foot to suffer.” 

“What is the difference in the appearance of 
a pair of feet that are splayed and a pair that 
are not splayed ?” 

The natural 
foot is beautifully arched at the centre, especial- 
ly in females.

On the Charge of Uttering Forged 
Checks on the United States.

The examination of George R. Sims, accused 
of circulating forged United States pension 
drafts, came up before United States Commis 
sioner Hoyno yesterday morning. The tirst wit! 
ness for the Government was J. J. Walser, a 
ticket broker, who said that on the 20th of May 
he received adraft from Mr. Sims for $1,000, 
with the request that he should deposit it in the 
bank for collection, and, when collected, make 
the returns therefor to him. He had often 
cashed drafts and checks for Mr. Sims, and had 
always found them correct. He theé indorsed 
the draft and deposited it in the Chicago Nation- 
al Bank as cash, receiving credit therefor. The 
draft, which was dated Indiagapolis, May 9, 1882, 
was on the Assistant Treasurer of the United 
States iu New York, and was paid in New York 
May 24, Sims sent several times to his office to 
see if the draft had been paid. He said he 
got it from James H. Reese, who lived in Lafay- 
ette, or some other place in Indiana, That 


Reese, to whose order the draft was made paya - 


ble. was a pensioner and a cripple, and was anx- 
ious¥o get the money, being about to start for 
Colorado. Sims said that, so far as he knew, the 
draft was allright. The only reason given why 
Reese did not collect the draft bimeelf was that 
ne was a stranger in the city and would nud 

DIFFICTLTY IN GETTING THE MONEY ON IT, 

Mr. Walser said that he waited About thirteen 
days before paying the money to Sims, as it took 
from eight to ten days for a draft to qo arene” 
the ord: aary course of business and before re- 
turns could be made. The conversation he had 
with Sims in regard to getting the draft from 
Reese, and the latter liv in Indiana, toox 
place after Sims’ arrest. 

Charles 8. Francis, bookkeeper for Walser, ro- 
membered the date of depusiting draft, but 
id not receive it. Mr. Walser received it him- 
self. During a conversation with Sims, the lat- 
ter asked him about Genen detectives 
looking the matter up, and told bim to send 
them to his (Simse’) olfice and he * aid them 
all he could, 

Richard Lotbolz, a butcher, testified that on 
the 20th of May Sims called at his market and 
presented a enston draft in favor f James H. 
Reese, for $157.87, in payment of fis meat bill, 
amounting to about Aving on several oc- 
casions cashed small pension drafts for Sims, all 
of which proved genuine, he had little nesitauon 
in accepting the last one, and gave Mr. Sims 
the difference in currency, Ou tae d of June 
Sims came into his shop and said he had a favor 
to ask of him, and that wasto take a pension 
draft for $1,000 and deposit it for him in bauk, 
making the proper returns when the draft was 
poid. Sims said that the man who usually col- 
lected his drafts was out of town and that he 
himself had no bank account. Lothols took the 
draft, indorsed it, and deposited it in the Onica- 
0 National Bank, but Sims never came around 
to ask if it was collected, The dratts were put 
in evidence. The two $1,000 drafts are alike,

was not present, and at the request of the prose- 
cuuon the case was continued until 4 o'clock.

He ee that he 
lived in Lafayette, Ind., was a pensioner, and 
bad received two §1,000 checks one for $157 
May b last. The checks uttered by Sims, which 
bore the date of May 19, were shown to witness, 
and he swore that the indorsements were not 
his signature. Had never written them 
nor authorized any one to write them for bim. 
He received all of the money on the 
checks from a Lafayette bank. His checks he 
had jadorsed himself, and they were miar to 
the ones shown bere by the prosecution. Wit- 
ness was asked to write bis name, but said his 
right hand was too much affected by rheumat- 
ism to allow him to write. Finaily he did write his 
name, and the s'gnature was compared, showing 
similarity. He said he never had received but 
the three checks. Had never been In Chicago 
before, nor at che Indianapolis Pension-Office. 

Mr. Williams, a special examiner of the Pen- 
sion Bureau, Washington, testified that he knew 
the Indiavapolis office and its agent. The 
checks uttered by defendant were from that of- 
tice, signed by he agent and Oiled in by C. A. 
Terrill, the late Chief Clerk. Slims’ checks were 
apparently genuine an their face. 

Here the prosecution rested its case. 

The attorney for the defense made a few ro- 
marks and jotroduced 


THE DEFENDANT, SIMS, WHO TESTIVIED 
in substance as follows: Two men came into 
bis office May 20 with the three checks in ques- 
tion. Was out at the time, and his olerk had 
found him and brought bim in. One of the two 

said he came from Whitestone, Ind., and his 
name was James H. » He wanted money, 
and had asked witness to cash them for him. 
Witness said he could not get the money inside 
of ten days. The man finaily gave him the 6157 
check, and be had bis buteher cash it, payin 
his meat billat the time. ‘Told the man to call 
again in ten days. Gave one of the $1,000 drafts 
to Walser tocash. When the man called again 
the money had not been received, and he put 
bim off. The man said he would go 
home and the money expressed 
to him, he returned in a 
day or two to collect it in person. Witness had 
agveed to cash the three checks for $75, and as 
he had taken out $25 for his grueery bill he de- 
ducted $20 from the $1,000 and gave the balance 
tothe man. The man was an old and decrepit 
man, but he did not look like Mr. Reese. Took 
the second $1,000 check and told him to cali for 
the money in ten days. Saw Walser soon after. 
and he bad told him that there was something 
wrong about the checks, as 8 ial Agents had 
been inquiring about them. Had told Walser he 
would go at once to his office and wait for the 
agents. Had done 60, and in the afternoon had 
been arrested by a Deputy-Marshal. This was 
last Thureday. He asked Deputy to allow 
him to wait until his man called next day for his

use 

Mr. Bowles asked witness if he had not been 
disbarred trom practicing in the pension office 
for taking illegal fees. He said de had. Had 
collected some pension moaey for a friend, who 
had presented him with $150. The friend bad 
then gone on a spree, and told several people 
what he had paid Sims to get the money. He 
was induced to swear to this statement, and the 
—— bad him debarred, although he had done 

usiness for the pension office siuce. Since his 
expulsion he had continued 0 receive more 
than his fee, and would do so as long as it was 
offered him, because there was no law against 
it. He admitted having had trouble with the 
Sheriff of DuPage County. 

Commissioner Hoyne asked him if he did not 
think it strange that this man would pay bim 4 

er cent to bave the drafts cashed when any 
bank would cash them for K to % percent. He 
said he did not as the man was a stranger here. 

H. C. Carter, a colored man employed in the 
office of Sims as clerk, testified to the fact that 
two men called at the office for Sims about May 
20, and he had gone out after bim. The eider of 
the two had said be wanted $2,600 worth of pen- 
sion drafts cashed. Saw the drafts, but could 
not identify them. 

The attorneys did not speak at any length, and 
Commissioner Hoyne said be feit justified in 
hoiding the defendant in bonds of 85.000 to 
await the action of the Federal grand jury. 
Sims was then taken back to his quarters in the 
jail. His attorney will make an application for 
a reduction of the bail today.

NOT PAUPERS, 


The Class Journalists Protest Against 
Reducing or Abolishing the Bates on 
Second-COlass Matter, 

A meeting of the Chicago Class- Journal 
Association was held yesterday afternoon at the 
Sherman House club-room, Mr. W. B. Judson, of 
the Northwestern Lumberman, in the chair. Mr. 
George P. Englehard, of the Druggist, acted as 
Secretary. 

The proposed change in the postal laws, aliow- 
ing the transmission of newspapers, or second- 
class matter, free through the mails was dis- 
cussed at length, and the following resolutions 
unanimously adopted: 

Wuerras, A proposition is pending before 
Congress contempmting a reduction or the en- 
tire abolition of the 3 rate on second-class 
matter; therefore it 

Kesolved, That * association doolares its be- 
lief that such action would deprive the Goveru- 
ment ef a large revenue, while affording no ma- 
terial benetit to the public or to the publishers 
of reputable publicauons. 

Resowwed, That the dissemination of worthy 
newspaper literature would receive no stimuius 
from such action, for the reason that it would, 
except in rare and unimportant instances, cause 
no reduction in the subscription price of news- 
papers, and bence confer no adequate general 
public advantage. 

teaolved, That the generosity of the Govern- 
ment bas already reduced the postage on sec- 
ond- class matter to a minimum, and we protest 
against being stigmatized as in need of. gratui- 
tous service, but emphatically deciare in favor 
of a rate somewhat commensurate with the 
value of the service rendered, to the end that 
the Post-Uffice Department may be abie 
to insure greater facilities in the more rapid 
handling and transportation of newspapers, and 
greater efficiency in many other important 
duties where there is at present room for im- 
provement; and that we earnestiy protest 
aguinst any change whatsoever that would tend 
to retard the development of more perfect 
facilities for the rapid and safe transmission of 
newspaper literature. 

Resolved, That any such freedom of the mails 
to newspapers as is proposed would be con- 
siderea by the general public as in the nature of 
a bride for political pepularity, and the cost of 
such free service would be an unjust apd bur- 
densome tax ou the people. 

Resolved, That, while we should deem the 
abolition of postage rates on s :conud-class mat- 
ter highly prejudicial to the ſuterests of public 
economy, against the interests of an important 
class of pubiishers, and against the welfare of 
the postal service, we would be heartliy in sym- 
patby with any proposition consistent with the 
department revenues contemplating the cheap- 


er transportation of first-class matter and a re- 


duction of ietter-postage from three cents to 
two cents per half-ounce, believing that the 
benefits thereof would be he 4 ey shared by all 
that it would be a 

measure of relief to the mercantile worid. 
Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be 


furnished to the daily press for publication, and 


that copies be forwarded to the Post-Oltice 


authorities and to our Representatives in Con- 
gress.

The 
bears insist that the country is building rail- 
roads too fast, and that the drain of currency 
for that purpose added to that needed to move 
beavy crops will break any stock market the 
bulls can get up. 

Vanderbilt was said to be taking up large 
blocks of Lake Shore and paying for them. The 
market closed steady, with indications of higher 
prices, according to Wall street prophets. 

A London dispatch noted a steady revival in 
all American railway securities perceptibie in 
that market, with heavy buying by good parties. 

A special dispatcen declared that prominent 
bears, such as Cammack, have not covered, but 
are fighting the advance. 

Foreign brokers were noticed as sellers . 
Reading at the tap Thursday, but Gowen's 
friends here say they have been promised some 
big favorable news from London relative to the 
bond negotiations. 

Mr. Gould is again talking bullish to his 
friends, but bis brokers are noticed as promi- 
nent sellers of stock at about the best figures. 

The Kiernan News Letter says three things 
soon to be settled will act powerfully for either 
bulls or bears. They are the passage of crops 
through the critical stage, the decision of loco- 
motive engineers and firemen in regard to a 
strike, and the fate of the Bank-Charter Dill 
with “amendments in Congress. The Cen- 
tral Pacific party, including Messrs. Hop- 
kins, Crocker, and Stanford, are said 
to have lately deen large buyers. 
The mysterious buying of Texas Pacific may 
have come from this source, as the Pacific party 
undoubtedly intends to ship an immense mount 
of freight over the Southern Texas line this, 
year. The net earnimgs of the Pennsylvania 
Company for May are said to have seen surpris- 
ingly large. Gould is reported as talking very 
bullish. Vanderbilt is quoted as saying that he 
supposed the shorts thought he would sell some 
Lake Shore. He should do nothing of the kind. 
He had paid for bis stock and taken it out of the 
mark It is affirmed that Vanderbilt and his 
following hold more Lake Snore at present than 
ever before. Points are given to buy the stock 
for 120. It must be borne in mind, however, that 
it is suspected that insiders are realizing. That 
Mr. Gowen has succeeded in placing the 5 per 
cent bonds is armed by London dispatches 
from parties in a position to know and yet un- 
biased. There were large London buying orders 
for Reading stock and general mortgage bonds. 
The latter have advanced to par, and this is 
considered as an indication that Mr. Gowen bas 
succeeded. Vanderbilt brokers are said to have 
bougbt a large amount of Reading stock in the 
Philadelphia market. Arrangements are al-

JEWS LEAVING RUSSIA. 


More than 20,000 of Them at the 
Small Town of Brody—Money that 
Has Been Bailsed to Give Belief, and 
the Measures Adopted for Its Use, 

Letter to London Times. 

The exodus of the Jews from Russia is now 
attaining such vast dimensions that it cannot 
fail to produce an appreciable effect in many 
parts of that empire. Those who yet have means 
are escaping to countries where their lives and 
property will be secured, and those who have 
lost all their possessions in the riots of this year 
and last, but who, fortunate enough to have es- 
eu pod with their lives, yet have health and 
strength, are departing with all possible speed 
from the land which bas ceased to afford them 
the shelter of its laws. At first the fugitives es- 
caped from the land of oppression in small 
numbers, by either evading or bribing the Cos- 
sacks who guarded the frontier, or suffering 
these chivalrous soldiers to plunder them of 
every ruble they possessed. Frequently the 
fugitives arrived in Austria deprived of almost 
every article of clothing, and eyewitnesses de- 
scribe how, stripped by the Cossacks, the chil- 
dren were led into Brody absolutely naked. 

Now, however, the flood of refugees has so in- 
creased that no Cossack cordon can withstand 
it, and the Jews now pass the frontier by thou- 
sands without let or hindrance. This exodus, 
which will be found by Russia mischievous 
enough when she awakens from herjmad ft of 
persecution and finds the most thrifty, 
energetic, and intelligent of her population

It was therefore resolved to 
disperse them, on starting from Liverpool, in 
various parts of the United States and Canada. 
by booking them in comparatively small num-

Benasg, and these arrange the final piace oP set- 
tiemefht ot each emigrant, regard betug bad to 
bis trade or calling and to the special trade of 
the place where be ts to be settled. They also 
superintend all the shippig arrangements, 
supply each emigrant with clothing when 
needed, and hand t each head of a 
family when embarking a draft for a 
sufficient sum to enabie dim to make a 
fair startin his new home, without burdening 
the community to which be is consignea. These 
drafts are, by an ingenious banktpg contrivance, 
so arranged that they cao only be paid person- 
ally to the emigrant himself, and oniy at his 
fixed destination, so that he is compelied to pro- 
ceed to his assigned piace of settlement, how- 
ever far inland, untess he is willing to forfeit the 
money which the draft represents. 

Liverpool was selected in preference to Ham- 
burg as the port of embarkation, the former 
lace offering the largest choice of shipping 
ines which enabied emigrants to be sent either 
to New York, Baltimore, Boston, Halifax, 
Quebec, Montreal, and other ports, with 
through bookings to the interior. Refugees sent 
to New York are, for the most part, consigned 
to the Hebrew Emi rants’ Aid Society, an in- 
stitution organized for the express purpose of 
setting the Russian fugitives. Among the 


retugees are found a large number 
of farmers and farm ladorers. These 
are near! all seut to Manitoba. 


agricultural colony will be formed. Most of the 
men are of a fine, sturdy build; the women are, 
as @ rule, remarkably well favored, and the chbil- 
dren are strikingly beautiful. All bear evidence 
of having sustained much privation, pinched 
and careworn faces being very numerous; but 
they all seem hopeful, and are full of expres- 
sions of gratitude for every littie act of kindness 

receive. Among m are many who, 
judging by their language aud demeanor, have 
occupied a superior station in life.

It is estimated that the 
average for men, women, and children is £11 
per Bead; but this includes the whole conti- 
nental journey, the passage to England, stay at 
Liverpool, clothing, voyage to American port, 
inlan 2 money payable at destina- 
tion. e whole cost has, since the Alliance 
Israelite bas stopped its operations, been thrown 
on the Mansion House fund. But, according to 
the arrangement adopted at the Derliu Inter- 
national nference, the continental commit- 
tees will henceforth pay the whole cost of the 
jouruey from the Russian fron Ger to England. 
and also a share in the cost of settlement in 
America. Emigrants reaching London are 
dealt with by a conjoint committee of the Man- 
sion House fund and of the Jewish Board of 
Guardiansyunder the management of Mr. E. M. 
Leon and Mr. Lionel Alexander; for it must be 
remembered that Brody is not the only outlet. 
although it has always afforded the best facii- 
ities for escape. 

The total number of refugees forwarded to 
America to the present date at the sole cost of 
the Mansion House Committee is 3,868. About 
000 will de shipped this week alone. At the 
present rate of expenditure the Mansion House 
rund will in about two months be entirely ex- 
hausted, unless repienished from some new 
source. Meantime Brody is overwhelmed with 
the incursion of 15,000 helpless refugees, the 

reater number camping out in the open streets, 
iv on the one florian per head per week sup- 
plied by the committee. And the question nat- 
uraily suggests itself, What will happen when all 
the money shall have been spent, and when 
fresh thousands shail take the place of those 
now being relieved, and when those thousands 
shall yet remain in Brody waiting a turn which 
may never come?

Third District. 

If the political pot is boiling anywhere just 
now it is on the West Side, or ratherin that por- 
tion of the West Division included in the Third 
Congressional District. The oid Second has twice 
honored Col. George R. Davis by sending uim to 
Congress after a more or less stubborn contest 
each time. and, so far as its alleged indebtedness 
to that gentleman is concerned, it would appear 
to have been pretty well discharged. A more 
vigorous effort than ever will be made this time 
to infuse new biood into the position, and, while 
it is rather early to indulge in predicuons, the 
chances are rather more than even that it will 
sueceed. 

The new Third District is composed of the 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, Thirteenth, and 
Fourteenth Wards, and all of the Eighth north 
of Polk street and Macalester place. Ua the Gar- 
field vote it is Republican by over 4,000 majority. 
The convention, on the basis of one delegate for 
every 200 Garfieid votes, and one extra for every 
fraction of 100 or over, will be made up as fol- 
lows: Eighth Ward, 7; Nioth, 9; Tenth, 6; Elev- 
euth, 4; Tweifth, 21; Thirteenth, II; Fourteenth, 
17; total, 86; necessary toachoice, G. Au of the 
Eighth, Tenth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and one 
vote from some other ward will be just en h 
to nominate. A combination of the Tweiftn, 
Ninth, and Tenth would still be six votes short. 

Col. Davis has already announced bimself as a 
candidate for reélection, and his two newspaper 
organs in this city are industriously e in 
working up his boom. Col. Davis has confident- 
ily announced that his fences are in good condi- 
tion all over the Third District pastures—a 
statement which makes his competitors smile— 
and is counting on a repetition of the triumphs 
be has won for wo successive terms. 

Mr. William E. Mason, young but successful 

lawyer, who served with credit in the Lower 
House in the Thirty-first General Asse and 
who made a plucky fight for the renomisation 
two years ago, is again entered for the rage with 
what at present seem very flattering prospects 
* co in under the wire before anybody 
else. 
A third candidate looms up in the person of 
Leonard Swett, who would consent to a nomina- 
tion if it were given him. but who will not lay 
himself out to get it. Mr. Swett has been prac- 
tiemg law a good many years now, and has ar- 
rived at a point where be would just as soon 
take a rest as not, and if a nomination came in 
his way he would accept it. make the liveliest 
kind of a race, and of course be elected.

Several 
of these assumptions may prove to be very far 
wide of the truth. While ex-Ald. Smyth ie a 
warm sup r of Col. Davia, he is also a stanch 
friend of Senator White, bas served with him in 
the Council, of which Senator White is now a 
member, and would probably be very slow to 
e in any such eme, even if all is fair in 
politics or war. As for George B. Swift, there 
a very revaient idea that he never 
did own the Eleventh Wa and isn’t at all 
likely ever to own it. He had the good luck to 
be twice elected Aiderman, and was of invalua- 
ble assistance to his partner—Coi. Davis—in bag: 
ging the nomination two and four years ago. In 
case Senator White should be a candidate for re- 
election he would probably have quite as much 
to expect from Mr. Swett's friends as from ex- 
Ald. Swift, and possibly more, in view of the 
rather general belief among the better class of 
Republicans iu the ward that Swift has lost his 
grip,” and may bergain but cannot deliver. In 
addition to ail this, Senator White doubtless 
that the vote of the Eleventn Ward will 
be rather necessary to elect him in case he 
should be nominated, and that that vote is not 
apt to be very large or very enthusiastic in case 
he should act contrary to all expectation and 
assist in throw the Eleventh Ward's can- 
didate, as ie would do were he will to sacri- 
fice two sets of friends to save himself, and to 
smooth the path for Col. Davis. For these and 
ther reasons equally good and apparently suf- 
ficient che squeezing scheme will hardly do 
to bet on. a 

As for the remaining portions of the district, 
Mr. Mason lives in the Thirteenth Ward, which 
supports bim enthusiastica#y for the position, 
as does also the Fourteenth. Both were for him 
two years ago, and neither has seen any reason 
to its action at that time. 

To sum it all up, Col. Davis is conceded nine 
votes from the Ninth Ward and an «uncertain 
number fromthe Twelfth. Mr. Morse likewise 
expects to switlg a good vote in his own ward, 
and to capture a few precincts which will ena- 
ble him.to enter the convention with a respecta- 
bie following. Mr. Swett's friends claim that they 
can carry the Eleventh for him, and they can be 
depended upon for adeal of active work. Mr. 
Mason, as — stated. 1 to ‘carry 
two precincts in the Tweifth, thus 
giving him six votes from that ward. 

ith seven from the Kigutn, six from the 
Tenth, eleven from the Thirteenth, and seven- 
teen from the Fourteenth, or forty-one ia all. 
be will need but two more to nominate. These 
he will have if be only succeeds in carrying one 
precinct in the Twelfth. 

There is plenty of time before the convention 
meets, and ja the interim the situation is of 
course subject to change. County officers are 
to be elected this fall, and the opportunity for 
trades of one sort and another is practically un- 
limited. The estimates just given, however, are 
_believed to represent the situation as it exists, 

and as it is likely to exist when the convention 
meets. Should any changes occur, however, the 
readers of Taz Trrpune will hear of them as 
N develop. 

The Democrats, besides being in the minority 
in the Third District, are bopelesiy deficient 
eveu in candidates to be put ~ merely to be 
knocked down. Carter Harrison’s candidacy 
was threatened some time ago, but since he has

Fourth District. 

The contest in the Fourth Congressional! Dis- 
trict, while it has hardly begun to develop as 
yet, promises to become almost as interesting, 
though perhaps not so complicated, as that in 
the Second. Under the new apportionment the 
district consists of the Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Sev- 
enteenth, and Eighteenth Wards, and the Towns 
of Lake View, Jefferson, Leyden, Norwood Park, 
Evanston, Niles, Maine, Elk Grove, Schaumburg, 
Hanover, New Trier, Northfield, Wheeling, Pai- 
atine, Barrington, Cicero, and Proviso. On the 
Garfield vote it is Republican by 4,907 majority. 

Four candidates have thus far been mentioned, 
though the number is now reduced to two—Gen. 
Horace H. Thomas, Speaker of the House in the 
last General Assembiy, and Mr. George E. 
Adams, a holdover Senator from the 
Sixth Senatorial District. The two gentlemen 
who were mentioned and have since dropped 
out are John H. Kedzie, of Evanston, who has 
declared thathe has no Congressional aspira- 
tions, and Col. J. A. Sexton,'of the Union Vet- 
eran Club, who would have been powerful with 
the soldier element, but whose sympathies, it is 
understood, are with Gen. Thomas. Although 
Congressman Farwell lives in Lake County, 
outside of the new district, there is nothing to 
prevent his making a race and being elected in 
the new Fourth, if he wanted to, the precedents 
on that head being numerous and well settled. 
But Mr. Farwell announced some months ago 
that be was not a candidate, and from the very 
cordial way in which he indorsed Senator 
Adams—an indorsement which Senator Adams 
fully merits—the latter has somewhat naturally 
come to be regarded as Mr. Farweil’s political 
legatec. 

Gen. Thomas’ military life, his standing as a 
lawyer, and his record in the General Assembly 
of lilinois are well and favorably known. He is 
a native of Vermont, and is now 47 years Of age. 
He was educated at Middleburg College, after- 
wards studied law, came to Chicago in the tall of 
1859, and engaged in the practice of his profes- 
sion. He entered the army in 1861 as Assistant 
Adjutant-General of the Army of the Ohio, and 
served in that capacity until the close of the 
War, when de went upon the staff of Gov. 
Brownlow, of ‘Tennessee, as Quartermaster- 
Gdneral and private secretary to the Governor. 
He served in that capacity about two years 
and a half, spent a year and a dat 
at Washington, where he gained an extensive 
acquaintance with public men and public at- 
fairs, and, returning to Chicago, resumed the 
practice of the law.

First District. 

The new First Senatorial District is composed 
of the Ninth and Tenth Wards and ail of the 
Eleventh north of Van Buren street. On the 
Garfield vote it is Republican by by 1,746 ma- 
jority. The odd-numbered districts take their 
turn at electing Senators this year, the even- 
numbered ones being represented now and for 
two years to come by holuovers selected in 1880. 
The First District will therefore elect a Senator 
and three Representatives. One of the latter, 
under the principle of minority representation, 
will be a Democrat; the other two Representa- 
tives and the Senator Republicans. 

Senator George RB. White is probably a candi 
date for reélection, though as far as can be 
learned be has not yet declared himself. The 
possible connection between the Congressional 
and Senatorial fights has already been outlined, 
and more or less depends upon the clashing of 
various interests there. In a recent conversa- 
tion with one of his political friends Senator 
White is said to have remarked he had 
“stirred up the animals in days gone by all 
cared to; that if the new district wanted him 
for its Senator be would make the race; but that 
he didn’t propose to make any more tights or 
trade bimself into office. 

On the same authority, on the strength of 
which John M. Smyth and George B. Swift are 
said to be engaged in the squeezing” game al- 
ready referred to in connection with Third 
District Congressional fight, those two tle- 
men bave also been represented as candidates 
for Senator—the one from the Ninth and the 
other from the Eleventh Ward. If they are, 
their purpose may ewe y be imagined. The 
reader bas already learned how they are likely 
to come out.
